This immense 
cup, standing four feet high, in massive 
silver, with a base of beautiful California 
redwood burl, is the Hearst trophy that 
is to be offered as a prize at the 18th 
National Irrigation Congress, held at 
Pueblo, Colo., from Sept. 26 to Sept. 30. 
The cup was designed and manufac- 
tured by Shreve & Co. and cost $2,000. 
In its construction 550 ounces of sterling

The main inscription on the front reads 
as follows: 

“Hearst Trophy, 18th Annual Irrigation 
Congress, Sept. 26-30, 1910. Pueblo, Colo.” 
At the base is engraved the beautiful 
phrase: “Science Bids the Desert Drink.” 

On the reverse space has been left for 
the name of the winner, to be inscribed 
with the following: “For the best county 





horticultural and agricultural display, Na- 
tional Irrigation Exposition, Pueblo, Colo., 
1910.” 

The column supporting the bowl of the 
cup is engraved with the seal of the Irri- 
gation Congress and is hand chased. 

‘On the pedestal appears some work that 
is new to the silversmith art, this being 
actual photographic reproductions on sil- 
ver. There are four of these views, a 
Fremont County orchard, the Roaring 
Fork Valley of Colorado, the Palisade Dis- 
trict of Colorado, and an Ancient Viaduct 
in Old Mexico. The pictures are etched 
on the silver plates and finished in hand 
engraving. 

But a short time was allowed for an 
exhibition of the cup in San Francisco, as 
it was packed and sent to Pueble soon 
after its completion.

FOREWORD. 
BOUT 25 years ago the writer pre- 
pared a history of Maiden Lane, which 
was published serially in The Manufactur- 
ing Jeweler. From time to time inquiries 
have come to hand concerning various facts 
and descriptions contained in the story as 
it then appeared. Owing to the increasing 
inaccessibility to the original publication, 
few if any copies being now extant, and 
in view of additional material gathered in 
the interim, the writer felt justified in re- 
writing the old history, using much of the 
old substance but adding thereto many in- 
teresting data. The result has been the 
following Story of Maiden Lane, prepared 
from authentic historical sources and re- 
liable reminiscences, constituting a review 
of the origin and development of one of 
the city’s prominent and unique thorough- 
fares. 

eT The Nutch Period 1613—1664. 
UST as Wall St. has become known the 
world over as New York’s money cen- 
ter, so Maiden Lane has achieved fame, in 
its own way, as the street of the jewelers, 
the home of the diamond and the ruby, the 
work of the goldsmith and the ware wrought 
by the artisans who fashion silver. But 
while cold facts and figures have come to 
be associated with the neighborhood of 
Wall St., a certain sentiment has grown 
about and clung to Maiden Lane, a touch 
of old tradition and pleasing fancy that 
harmonizes charmingly with the character 
of its romantic name. Indeed, the name 
has crept into fiction, having been employed 
by Amelia E. Barr, whose book, “The Maid 
of Maiden Lane,” was issued a few years 
ago.- Moreover, a poet whose name has 
slipped into oblivion has indulged in some 
picturesque verses that deserve a place in 

any story of this interesting locality. 


“Down Maiden Lane, where clover grew, 
Sweet-scented in the early air, 
Where sparkling rills went shining through 
Their grassy banks, so green and fair, 
Blithe little maids from Holland land 
Went tripping, laughing each to each, 
To bathe the flax, or spread a band 
Of linen in the sun to bleach. 


“More than two centuries ago 
They wore this path—a maiden’s lane 
Where now such waves of commerce flow 
As never dazed a burgher’s brain. 
Two hundred years ago and more 
Those thrifty damsels, one by one, 
With plump, round arms their linen bore 
To dry in Mana-ha-ta’s sun. 


“But now! 3ehold the altered view; 
No tender sward, no bubbling stream, 
No laughter—was it really true, 
Or but the fancy of a dream? 
Were these harsh walls a byway street, 
This floor of stone a grassy plain? 
Oh! vanish, modern city street, 
And let us stroll down Maiden Lane!” 





The origin of Maiden Lane’s picturesque 
and romantic title is, like many another 
historical inheritance, lost in conflicting tra- 
ditions. As the poet has indicated, there 
existed in the old days a rippling little 
stream that pursued its merry course along 
the curving path that has ever since 
marked the line of our thoroughfare. Di- 
rectly or indirectly it was this very stream 
that led the old Dutch settlers of Manhat- 
tan Island to bestow on the locality, which 
was then but a short distance beyond the 
northern limit of the town, the name of 
T’Maagde Paatje, the Maiden’s Path. Ac- 
cording to one tradition, the housewives 
and their daughters congregated along the 
banks of the flowing water to wash the 
family linen, a custom, by the way, that 
was continued for a number of years dur- 
ing the early English period. Another and 
more romantic tale pictured the grassy slope 
with its murmuring rivulet as a favorite 
retreat for lovesick maidens and their fa- 
vored swains; hence, the picturesque desig- 
nation. 

Before proceeding with our account of 
Maiden Lane it would seem essential to 
take a rapid glance backward and review 
the story of the discovery of the mouth of 
the Hudson and of the settlement that 
eventually expanded into the Metropolis of 
the Western world. 

Thirty-two years after Columbus set foot 
on San Salvadore, John Verrazano, an 


Italian employed by the French, sailed into

New York Bay, wrote a description of it, 
and submitted it to Francis I, King of 
France. John Fiske, the historian, in as- 
serting that there can be no doubt that 
Verrazano entered New York Harbor, re- 
marks that his description of the approach 
to New York is unmistakable. “The neigh 
boring hillsides,’ says Fiske, “were alive 
with peering savages as the French ship 
passed between Staten- Island and the Go- 
wanus shore and entered the great land- 
locked harbor which Verrazano compared 
to a beautiful lake.” At the time of Ver- 
tazano’s discovery, however, the French 
were at war and were not in a position to 
follow up kis disccvery. A year later Ste. 
phen Gomez, a Portuguese, approached the 
same shores, carried off a quantity of furs 
and some Indias whom he sold into slav- 
ery. 

The Spaniards listened to the story of 
Gomez, but, being interested in fountains 
of youth and mines of gold, which, accord- 
ing to their ideas, were to be found only 
in the sunny south, scorned the northern 
wilderness and made no attempt to visit it 
again. Eighty-five years later Henry Hud- 
son, in his jaunty Half Moori, entered New 
York Bay. 

Referring to the boat’s journal, one finds 
the following quaint record: “The people 
of the country came aboard of us, seeming 
very glad of our coming, and brought 
greene tobacco, and gave us of it for 
knives and beads. They go in deere skins

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loose, well dressed. They have yellow cop- 
per. They desire cloathes, and are very 
civill. * * * Some women also came to 
us with hempe. They did weare about their 
neckes things of red copper. At night they 
went on land againe, so wee rode very 
quiet, but durst not trus them.” 

Hudson, imagining that he had discov- 
ered a short cut to India, the land of rich 
silks, precious stones and other coveted 
valuables, sailed hopefully up the river that 
now bears his name, without paying any 
particular heed to the island that lay to his 
right, Keenly disappointed in his quest, 
he made his way down stream again and 
departed, caring nothing for the new land 
that had greeted his approach. 

Nevertheless, on his return to Holland, 
he reported a fine opportunity to trade in 
peltries in the localities he had visited, and 
the Dutch merchants were not slow to fit 


shield bearing a beaver. The latter con- 
tinues to be a feature to this day of the 
city’s seal. 

In 1626 occurred the celebrated real es- 
tate transaction whereby Director General 
Peter Minuit acquired Manhattan Island, 
consisting of 22,000 acres, for the value in 
gold of $24 worth of beads and ribbons. 
Considering, as an ingenious chronicler has 
pointed out, that the value of a gold dol- 
lar in those days was about five times as 
great as at present, there must have been 
enough to supply every brave and squaw 
with an abundant quantity of beads and 
ribbons. 

The development of the town is indicated 
in an interesting form on the accompanying 
map constructed by David T. Valentine, 
compiler of the Manuals of the Corpora- 
tion of the City of New York (1841-1870), 
in which is contained a great mass of his-

up vessels and send them across the At- 
lantic to obtain skins of the beaver, the 
otter and the mink in exchange for blue 
glass beads and strips of red cotton. 

By 1613 four rude houses and been erect- 
ed on Manhattan Island and a commercial 
«rummer, in the shape of Hendrick Chris- 
tiansen, went about in all the nearby waters 
looking up Indian customers.* 

In the course of the next eight years suf- 
ficient growth took place to warrant a gov- 
ernment for the young settlement and the 
bestowal upon it of a seal, consisting of a

torical matter, a number of maps and many 
views relating to old New York. 


This map was drawn by Mr. Valentine 
“from the best data in his possession” and 
represented the settlement as he pictured it 
about the year 1642. It possesses a pe- 
culiar interest from the fact that in con- 
nection with it appears the following com- 
ment: “The upper cross road is the pres- 
ent Maiden Lane, then called T’Maayde 
Paatje.” Elsewhere the author remarks 
that Maiden Lane was “a very ancient road, 
having been established as such in the ear- 
liest times of the Dutch. Its course through 
the valley was the easiest route of passage 
from the two great highways along the 
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North and East river sides, and was from 
the first used as such.” It formed, in fact, 
the northern boundary of a large farm 
granted in 1644 to Jan Jansen Damen. Sub- 
sequently this farm was divided among the 
heirs of Damen and some parts of it along 
Maiden Lane were sold to “speculators.” 

In 1647 the destinies of New Amsterdam 
were entrusted to Peter Stuyvesant—‘“a 
tough, sturdy, valiant, weather-beaten, met- 
tlesome, obstinate, leathern-sided, lion- 
hearted, generous-spirited old governor.” 
Such were the characteristics ascribed to 
him by the renowned Knickerbocker in his 
equally renowned History of New York. 

During his rule, in the year 1653 New 
Amsterdam, then containing some 800 
souls, was incorporated as a city. Eleven 
years later, at the close of the Dutch pe- 
riod, the number of inhabitants had dou- 
bled. An influx of all varieties of new- 
comers had set in and a dozen or 15 Euro- 
pean languages might have been heard in 
the streets of the town. Even at that early 
stage the place began to exhibit the cos- 
mopolitan character that has ever since 
distinguished it. In a word, there was a 
universal tolerance extended to all creeds 
and nationalities in accordance with the 
Netherlandish custom. 

New Amsterdam, closely nestling below 
Wall St., we are told, was an active, merry 
little place. There were lively house warm- 
ings and Christmas, New Year’s Day, Eas- 
ter Monday and Saint Nicholas Day were 
celebrated in a jolly and hospitable man- 
ner. All this despite the fact that stoves, 
carpets and rocking chairs were unknown. 
Forks were not in vogue, and watches and 
clocks were extreme rarities. It is re- 
corded that after a time a few silver 
watches were introduced into the settle- 
ment, but when, subsequently, they went 
wrong—there being no repairers in the 
town—these worthy timepieces were ren- 
dered useless. 

Maiden Lane, or, to call it by its original 
title of T’Maagde Paatje, carries us back 
to those Dutch times and suggests a few 
similar memorials, that remain as a me- 
mento of that primitive period. 

Bowling Green, although its name was 
bestowed at a later day, existed in Stuy- 
vesant’s time, being then, as now, an open 
space. It was, in fact, the very heart of 
the old Dutch town. There the children 
played; there youths and maidens danced 
around the Maypole; there the soldiers 
paraded, and on Sundays country wagons 
were gathered while the people were at 
church. There, too, after a bloody war with 
the Indians, a great assembly of the chiefs 
took place, the pipe of peace was smoked 
and the tomahawk buried as a sign of 
peace. Subsequently it was used as a mar- 
ket place, and during the pre-revolutionary 
period it was the scene of many startling 
and stirring events. 

Pearl St. is likewise an inheritance of 
the Dutch period. In its day it was the 
road that marked the lower shore line 
along the East River, and, because of the 
quantity of pearly shells discovered there, 
the people called it “Perel Straat,” which, 
by an easy transition, became Pearl St. 

Wall St. also had its beginning during 
the time when Holland controlled the des- 
tiny of Manhattan Island. Fear of an in- 
vasion of New Englanders, whose enter-

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rise and shrewdness were already then a 

natter of wide repute, and who inspired 
oth antagonism and dread in the breasts 
if their Dutch neighbors, led the citizens of 
New Amsterdam to erect a wooden wall 
long the present line of the street that 
still retains the ancient name. The inva- 
sion never took place but the wall remained 
for nearly half a century and succeeded 
nobly in keeping the town from growing 
beyond its useless barrier. 

The Bowery, in similar wise, belongs to 
the early Dutch period. It is interesting 
to know that the Indians inadvertently were 
the cause of its first development. In the 
early days several bouweries, or farms, had 
been established northward of the town, 
the most distant belonging to Governor 
Stuyvesant, located in the neighborhood of 
10th St. and Second Ave. In 1655 the 
Indians made a number of attacks on the 
outlying settlers, killing several farmers 
and their wives. As a measure of precau- 
tion against such atrocities an order was 
issued commanding all settlers to abandon 
isolated farms and to concentrate in ham- 
lets. This led to the forming of a little 
colony in the neighborhood of the Stuy- 
vesant bouwerie and to the development of 
the road that connected it with the town 
called in those days Bouwerie Lane, and 
subsequently The Bowery.

The thistle design is appearing in a new 
phase. One of the ornaments in which it 
is used is a brooch, Frenchy and chic in 
outline, tone and conception. The central 
stone is a pale, cloudy amethyst, cut in the 
form of the colored part of the thistle, with 
a calyx of green gold. So skillful is the 
workmanship of the cutting that the fine 
lines give a soft, fluffy effect in exact simu- 
lation of the stamens of the blossom.

The latest novelty in veil pins is an im- 
proved type of the butterfly pin that is 
adjusted by means of a spring. The wings, 
instead of being gold or enamel or stones, 
are made of silk in the most exquisite 
changeable and iridescent effects, in won- 
derful imitation of the beautiful colorings 
ot the insect. A slender framework holds 
the silk, which may be changed to suit the 
color scheme of a costume, while diamonds 
and olivines and other bright stones, very 
small and scattering, give touches of nat- 
ural brilliance and beauty. 

x * x 

The sale of gold bags continues to in- 
crease, with the result that many new 
touches are noticeable. Foremost among 
these is the reversed mesh, which gives a 
silk-like sheen not otherwise obtained. The 
herring-bone design, either in one color or 
in stripes of gold and platinum, is equally 
in demand. The larger bags, from six to 
seven and a half inches, are preferred to 
small ones, according to one manufacturer. 
The frames of all bags are now growing 
narrower, the decoration consisting chiefly 
of engraving, with hair-line engine-turning. 
Rococo work is also seen on the more ex- 
pensive bags, with tiny diamonds, after the 
French styles.

By a strange freak of fashion, earrings 
seem to have shown a revival during the 
past month. Their reappearance is ex- 
plained by one jeweler as a “feeling around” 
tor a more permanent re-establishment of 
this ornament. But whether this indicates 
that Dame Fashion will issue her formal 
edict in favor of earrings, is yet unknown. 
The fact remains, however, that a few new 
designs have appeared. One of these pre- 
sents the snake idea in black and pearls, 
or black with olivines and diamonds, The 
drop is a baroque pearl, as is also the end 
that fits close to the ear. Odd, indeed, are 
these little ornaments, pleasing to the taste 
of those seeking the uncommon.

Among scarf pins, the triangular stone, 
with green gold setting, seems to be the 
best seller. Mask effects, with or without 
stones, are also in vogue. One design that 
is worthy of mention is that of a snake’s 
head with a large pearl in its open mouth, 
and part of the body in gentle undulations.

Definite Improvement in London Trade and Promise of Good Fall Business in Birmingham A 
Scientific Burglary That Faiied—Technical Schools Opening Their Doors, But Not To 
Amateurs—The Cheap Watch Under Discussion. 











Lonpon, Oct. 1—The month just closed 
has given general satisfaction; not that 
it has been a period of great business ac- 
tivity, but because it has shown a very 
definite improvement all round and con- 
sequently given very high hopes for the 
future. That the Autumn and Christmas 
seasons will be good everyone expects, 
providing the labor unrest does not take 
a more formidable aspect. The trade sta- 
tistics give substantial indications of the 
bettered condition of trade, for both im- 
ports and exports continue to increase. 

In Sheffield trade is improving all round, 
silversmiths, electro-plate workers and cut- 
lers all sharing, more or less, in the pleas- 
ing experience. Birmingham also is for- 
tunately increasing her trade, although 
there are grumbles in “Jewelopolis.” How- 
ever, the general feeling is that trade is 
likely to remain generally good until 
Christmas. In Scotland there are signs of 
improvement and a better confidencé in the 
future. 

* * x 

The scientific burglary in the Birming- 
ham jewelry manufacturing district shows 
that there are limitations to the applica- 
tion of scientific methods to the burgling 
of a jewelry establishment. As a matter 
of fact the safe which the cracks tried to 
force by means of the oxy-acetylene 
method was over a quarter of a century 
old and they had been at work on it for 
practically a day! Their chagrin in hav- 
ing to give up the job, leave their apparatus 
and go off with a ring worth only eight 
pounds can be imagined, and now there is 
good reason to believe that the police have 
captured the culprits. 

x * x 

The members of the Birmingham Jew- 
elers’ and Silversmiths’ Association having 
resolved to build special premises to fulfill 
all their requirements have not been long 
in getting the necessary work into hand, 
for the men are now at work getting out 
the foundations for the building. As I 
write this note I call to mind the circular 
which has been distributed among the 
wholesale trade who are members of either 
the Birmingham or the London trade as- 
sociation to the effect that a certain ar- 
rangement between the two associations is 
no longer operative. There is much specu- 
lation as to the reason, but it is doubtless 
due to the fact that while one association 
possesses its own offices and employs its 
secretary direct the other is accommodated 
by its secretary, who has many other irons 
in the fire and doubtless only looks upon 
the association from the point of view of 
how far it pays to do the work entailed 
and when that line is passed well. 

* * x 
Just now the technical and craft schools 
throughout the kingdom are opening their 
doors for the Winter session and it is sur- 
prising to find how many Americans make 
application for admission to the jewelry 


and silversmithing classes. Generally they 
are refused because they are admittedly 
only amateurs wanting to kill time in the 
evening by making “jewelry!” I was the 
amused participant in an audience with a 
finely built young woman who wanted to 
join any and every class in a jewelry 
school. She was informed that only those 
who could prove that they were actually 
engaged in the craft and had a reasonable 
knowledge of it could be admitted. Oh, 
yes! she had that. Asked if she could 
earn ninepence per hour as a setter she 
confidently replied that she could! When 
it was made clear that she would have to 
pass an examination, for which she would 
have to bring her own tools, she wanted 
to know the kind of tools required for 
the work and then, could she not have some 
practise first! This is typical of many, and 
the schools could be filled with such if the 
regulations permitted. Unfortunately the 
charming young American woman can be 
run fairly closely by her English cousins. 
If the trade itself would only exhibit the 
same anxiousness for education or im- 
provement it would be better for it. It 
happens just now that there is rather a 
slump in the attendances at some of the 
London schools. This is due to the cut- 
ting off of a number of the old established 
scholarships and the establishment of a 
few large ones which demand the attend- 
ance of students in the daytime. 
* * * 

The question of the cheap watch has 
been much in evidence of late, owing to a 
discussion which took place a couple of 
weeks ago at the London meeting of the 
British Watch and Clockmakers’ ‘Guild. 
A report got into the daily papers and, as 
a result, a lot of amusing nonsense has 
been written by those of the public who 
possess wonderful timekeepers bought at 
“two and elevenpence halfpenny” and 
journalists on the lookout for something 
wherewith to create a sensation. Anyway, 
the discussion at the Guild resolved itself 
into the view that concerted action was 
needed to bring those who advertised 
cheap watches to book for fraudulent mis- 
representation. Some members suggested 
the refusal to repair or have anything 
whatever to do with cheap and common 
watches as one means to stop the spread 
of the evil. St. GEorGE. 





Jeweler Wins Suit for False Arrest 
Brought by Man Whom He Charged 
with Larceny. 

N. Schwarz, a retail jeweler at 1422 Third 
Ave., New York, was the defendant, last 
Thursday, in Trial Term, Part IX, of the 
Supreme Court in aan action brought against 
him by a man named Arenas, for damages 
placed at $10,000 for alleged false arrest 
and malicious prosecution. The jury ren- 
dered a verdict in favor of Mr. Schwarz, 
and the court awarded him $75 costs. He 
was represented by F. X. McCollum. 
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The story of the case goes back to April 
29, 1908, when the plaintiff in the case and 
another man went to the store of Mr. 
Schwarz, where one of them asked to see 
some diamond rings. Mr. Schwarz showed 
the men three different rings, the first two 
of which were not satisfactory. A _ third 
diamond in a Tiffany mounting was shown, 
whereupon Mr. Schwarz c’aimed that a 
cheap ring was substituted for the genuin 


one. He had both men arrested on this 
charge. They were taken to a police sta 
tion, but on being searched the ring was 
not found. The case went to the Grand 


Jury and was thrown out of court. 

At the trial last Thursday Mr. Schwarz 
told his story of the occurrence to the jury 
Mr. Arenas testified through an interpretet 
that he went to the store at the time in ques- 
tion with a friend, but claimed he had noth 
ing to do with the transaction and did not 
have the ring in his possession. 








Many Public Bequests in the Will of 
Frederick A. Newell, Attleboro, 
Mass., Filed Last Week. 

ProviwENcE, R. I., Oct. 8.—The will of 
Frederick A. Newell, president of the Wat- 
son & Newell Co., Attleboro, Mass., which 
was filed in the Municipal Court in this 
city a few days ago, contained public be- 
quests of $21,500 to institutions in this city 
and Pawtucket as well as Franklin, Mass. 
Mr. Newell died at his home on Hope St., 
this city, a little more than a week ago. 

The town of Franklin, Mass., Mr- 
Newell's birthplace, is the largest bene- 
ficiary under the will. The sum of $15,000 
is left in trust to that town for the erec- 
tion and equipment of a new hospital or 
the maintenance of any hospital belonging 
to the town. This money is not to be ex- 
pended, however, until the $15,000 be- 
queathed shall have reached $50,000 by in- 
vestment. The $50,000 may then be used 
to build an institution or for the mainten- 
ance of one. 

The public bequests include $500 to the 
Home for Aged Men, and alike sum to the 
Home for Aged Women in this city; $1,000 
to the Salvation Army of Pawtucket; 
$2,000 to the Morton Hospital, Taunton, 
Mass.; $500 to the South Franklin Church, 
Franklin, Mass.; $2,000 to the town of 
Franklin for the care of the common and 
the Soldiers’ Monument in that town. 

All the property and estate other than 
that invested in the stock of the Watson & 
Newell Co. is left to the widow, M. Alida 
Newell, the latter’s legacy to be paid up to 
$25,000. Provision is also made for be- 
quests to a number of relatives. The will 
is dated Dec. 29, 1908, and names Mrs 
Newell, his wife, as the sole executrix, 
without bonds or surety. In the event of 
her death, resignation or inability, Thomas 
Z. Lee, of Woonsocket, is named as the 
succeeding executor. 

The document states, after naming the 
various bequests: “As my wife and myself 
have not been blessed with children, it has 
been our feeling for some years that, after 
making such provisions for my collateral 
relatives as seem wise to me, the bulk of 
my estate should, after the decease of my 
wife and myself, be devoted to some public 
charity of permanent value to our fellow 
men.”

Death of Moses Kahn,

The funeral of Moses Kahn, one of the 
most prominent members of the diamond, 
mporting and cutting trade, who died 
late Tuesday night of last week, as an- 
nounced the next day in THE JEWELERS’ 
“IRCULAR-WEEKLY, was held Friday from 
hsis late home, 17 W. 75th St., New York. 
[The news of Mr. Kahn’s sudden death, 
which was caused by heart failure, was 
received with deep regret by the diamond 
trade, not only in New York, but through- 
out the United States and in the diamond 
centers of Europe, where he was well 

known and highly respected. 
During the evening on which he died,

Mr. and Mrs. Kahn entertained Henry 
Bonas, a London diamond broker, and his 
wife at dinner at the Harmonie Club, and 
Mr. Kahn was feeling usually well at the 
time. After the dinner he returned to his 
home, where he spent some time in con- 
versation with his brother, Louis, and then 
retired at about 10 p. m. Soon after he 
had retired he arose and suddenly fell 
without speaking a word. An investiga- 
tion showed that he had died instantly. 

Moses Kahn was born June 4, 1848, in 
Hengstfeld, Wiirttemberg, Germany, where 
he spent his early life. He came to New 
York in 1866 and began his career in the 
trade as a clerk in the employ of his 
brother, Louis Kahn, who was at that time 
conducting a watch and material business in 
New York. He remained with his brother 
for a year and then started in business on 
his own account, and traveled from 1867 to 
1870. He then joined his brother, and the 
firm name became L. & M. Kahn. He was 
a diamond expert and for many years had 
charge of the buying of gems for the 
concern. About 30 years ago Samuel H. 
Levy was taken into the firm and the 
Style changed to L. & M. Kahn & Co. 
Louis Kahn and Mr. Levy are still mem- 
bers of the concern. 

For a number of years Moses Kahn had 
charge of the Pacific Coast branch of the 
concern, which he established in San 


Francisco, where he built up a successful 
business. 

Mr. Kahn had a host of friends and ac- 
quaintances throughout the diamond and 
jewelry trade and through his interest in 
various charitable institutions his circle 
of friends was greatly widened. He was 
admired for his business integrity, his kind 
heart, his many deeds of charity, and was 
always ready to greet his friends with a 
hearty handclasp. He was quick-witted 
and because of his pleasant manner won 
many friends. He was especially inter- 
ested in the work of the Hebrew Orphan 
Asylum, to which he gave both time and 
financial aid in generous measure. In ap- 
preciation of his interest in this institu- 
tion the board of trustees held a special 
meeting last Wednesday, at which it was 
decided to give public expression to their 
sense of profound sorrow at his unexpect- 
ed death. Resolutions were adopted which 
were published and copies sent to the be- 
reaved family. Mr. Kahn was a conscien- 
tious worker, a valued friend, and his kind 
heart and genial disposition made friends 
for him with every one with whom he 
came in contact. He was a member of 
Adelphi Lodge, F. & A. M., and of Stan- 
dard Lodge, both of New York. 

Deceased was a director and one of the 
managers of the Azure Mining Co. and was 
a stockholder in the American Gem & 
Pearl Co. For many years he had been 
in close business and social relations with 
his brother, Louis, and the strongest bond 
of love and sympathy had grown between 
them. The two brothers married sisters 
and their homes were near together on 
75th St. They also had a magnificent Sum- 
mer home at Deal, N. J. 

Some years ago Mr. Kahn suffered from 
a troublesome complaint, but he visited 
Europe and underwent a severe surgical 
operation which greatly improved his 
health. He suffered a slight attack of 
what was thought to be ptomaine poisoning 
this Summer at his Summer home, but this 
was not considered at all serious, and his 
friends had all believed him to be in ex 
cellent physical condition. His sudden 
death therefore proved a great shock to 
all who knew him. 

Deceased is ‘survived by his widow and 
four children, one son and three daughters, 
and his brother. 

Among those who attended the funeral 
were prominent members of the trade in 
New York and many prominent in the 
charity organizations with which he had 
been connected. 

The interment was in the family plot, 
at Salem Fields, L. I. 








Death of John G. Gayman. 


Cotumsus, O., Oct. 7.—John G. Gayman, 
a director in the Ohio Optical & Jewelry 
Co., died Saturday, Oct. 1, at Montrose, 
Colo., after an illness from tuberculosis 
lasting about a year. The immediate cause 
of death was a hemorrhage, which came 
unexpectedly, although Mr. Gayman’s health 
had not improved with the change of 
climate, as had been hoped. 

Mr. Gayman was formerly connected 
with the Hofman Jewelry Co., as secretary. 
He résigned that position Jan. 1, 1908, sell- 
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ing his interest in the company, and pur- 
chased a small wholesale material business, 
which he conducted under the name John 
G. Gayman & Co. Early in 1910 his health 
having failed, his business was consolidated 
with the Ohio Optical Co., which was re- 
organized as the Ohio Optical & Jewelry 
Co. 

Mr. Gayman immediately thereafter left 
for the west, taking with him his wife and 
young son, John G. Gayman, Jr. He pur- 
chased a small place there in order to en- 
joy plenty of outdoor life. No material 
improvement resulted, and he was contem- 
plating another change when death came. 

The body was returned. to Canal Win- 
chester, O., his former home, where the 
funeral was held Wednesday. A number 
of Columbus friends were in attendance. 


Court Fines Two Prominent Smugglers 
$5,000 Each, and Announces That 
Hereafter ‘Prison Sentences 
Will Be Imposed. 

Judge Hand, in the United States Circuit 
Court at New York, imposed fines on two 
prominent smugglers last week and inci- 
dentally announced the policy.of-the court in 
treating with such cases in the future, say- 
ing that hereafier all tourists convicted of 
evading the customs laws would receive 
prison sentences as well as fines. M. L. 
Morgenthau, president of a prominent 
candy company, and Mrs. Ada F. C. Adri- 
ance were the smugglers sentenced, and 
each was ordered to pay a fine of $5,000. 
Mr. Morganthau returned to this city in 
September on the Mauretania with his wife 
and two daughters. He had prepared a 
declaration calling for $700 worth of cloth- 
ing bought on the other side. The sus- 
picion of the customs officials was aroused 
and a search of Mrs. Morgenthau by women 
inspectors revealed two pearl necklaces. 
The inspectors who searched Mr. Morgan- 
than got a pearl necklace and two gold 
watches. Counsel for Morganthau waived 
examination after the arrest and the case 
came up for final disposition last week, at 
which time a plea of guilty was entered. 
Mrs. Ada F.C. Adriance, the other smug- 
gler, is the wife of J. Reynolds Adriance, 
of Poughkeepsie, N. Y. Accompanied by 
her son and daughter she arrived here from 
Europe, Aug. 28, on the Baltic. She made 
only a nominal declaration and adhered to 
it after Federal agents had told her they 
iia received information that she had pur- 
chased a necklace in Italy. She denied 
both the purchase and the possession of the 
necklace, but the jewels were found sewed 

into the lining of her hat. 

Altogether dutiable articles were found 
which were valued at $13,500. 

Mrs. Adriance was indicted by the Fed- 
eral Grand Jury and on this indictment she 
pleaded guilty. 

The jewelry taken from both Mr, Mor- 
ganthau and Mrs. Adriance will be seized 
and sold by the government and additional 
penalties may also be imposed in these pro- 
ceedings.

AMERICAN PEARL POINTERS 


RESH water pearls are found in the rivers of the United States, especially the Mississippi and Ohio and their tribu- 
They are found chiefly in the “mucket,” “washboard” and “nigger-head” mussels. A good many pearls are 
found in lakes and bayous, but are of poor quality and have a tendency to fade—an occasional good one is found

in these waters, but not often. 
The most desirable shapes of pearls are round or ball, button or half-round, egg, capsule or ellipse, and to have a mar- 


and no matter what the shape may be, they must be symmetrical, but the most 
important point is that of quality and luster. Dimples, sand grooves, lumps, dead bands, off colors or faded and lusterless 
skins detract very much from the value of the pearl. Odd shapes, no matter how fine the quality or brilliant they may be, are 
of little value. “Slugs,” “rosebuds,” “baroque,” “burr pearls,” etc., are names applied to irregular-shaped pearls not having a 
smooth, even surface, but a lumpy, knotty surface and any shape. One kind of pearl growth, being rough and lumpy, is at- 
tached to the shell and seems to grow on the shell like a wart—these have little or no value, but when left on the shell sell as 


ket value run in size from a turkey shot up 


specimens. 
Sometimes on account of an irregularity in shape or defect in the pearl it wears through the mantle in which it is 


formed and becomes attached to the shell, and frequently is covered over entirely with shell material—these may be removed 
by one who understands it, and occasionally a very fine pearl is found in this way. The same is true of slugs or baroques. 
Don’t attempt to work on a pearl or slug unless you know h w to do it, as it is very easy to spoil a fine pearl, and no amount 
of work can restore it after once ruined, even when one knows how—it is not always advisable to try improving the pearl 
as it may become worse. 

The pearl, like the diamond or any other precious stone, is a luxury, and not a necessity. Any serious defect in it 
greatly lessens its value. The great number of poor and defective fresh water pearls found and thrown on the market has 
a tendency to cheapen all fresh water pearls. 

The prices paid for pearls vary as to the value of the pearl, the experience of the buyer and the demand for different 
kinds of pearls. Don’t fall out with a buyer if he can’t pay you as much as you think you ought to get. Different buyers 
may want different kinds of pearls, and buyers’ judgments differ. Sometimes when a pearl is just found, all parties get 
excited and it is valued much higher than it should be. 

It is not necessary to wrap a pearl so much; a clean piece of paper with a little cotton is all right—poor pearls and slugs 
can be put in any kind of a box and carried without injury. Don’t send your poor, trashy stuff to a buyer in order to find 
out what kind of a buyer he is—it might be money in your pocket to throw it away and send him your good pieces at once— 
or, better yet, send him all, keeping each piece separate and numbering, so you can tell them apart.

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Court Sustains Arthur W. Tuttle’s 
Right to Use of Name S. F. Myers 
Co., Whose Good Will Will He 
Purchased from the Trustee , 


Arthur W. Tuttle, of Chicago, who pur- 
chased the good will of the S. F. Myers 
Co., and who is now conducting business 
under that name at 51 Maiden Lane, New 
York, recently brought an action against 
a corporation known as the S. F. Myers 
Sons Co. to restrain that concern from do- 
ing business under the name it had adopt- 
ed and from in any way interfering with 
the good will of the S. F. Myers Co. An- 
other suit was started at about the same 
time, in which the bankrupt corporation, 
S. F. Myers Co., asked that Arthur W. 
Tuttle be enjoined from doing business 
under its name. In this action it was set 
forth that it intends to get its discharge 
and go back into business. Both cases 
were started in the New York Supreme 
Court, but later transferred to the United 
States Circuit Court. 

Judge Holt handed down a decision last 
Wednesday by which he disposed of the 
cases by denying the motion to restrain 
Mr. Tuttle from doing business under the 
name S. F. Myers Co. His decision holds 
that the sons of S. F. Myers and gall other 
persons formerly connected with that con- 
cern should be enjoined from doing any- 
thing which would naturally tend to in- 
duce the public to believe that the° busi- 
ness formerly conducted by the S. F. 
Myers Co. is not being conducted by Mr. 
Tuttle or which would tend to damage or 
impair in any way the good will sold to 
Mr. Tuttle. 

The decision in full is as follows: 

The good will of the S. F. Myers Co. was an 
asset of that company in bankruptcy. It was sold 
by the trustee by order of the court. Mr. Tuttle 
was the purchaser, and that property in his hands 
is entitled to the same protection as any other 
property. The sons of S. F. Myers, who were 
officers of the S. F. Myers Co., have a right to 
do any lawful business, and for that purpose to 
organize a corporation which shall engage in the 
same kind of business that the S. F. Myers Co. 
engaged in, but they have no right to organize a 
corporation for the purpose of destroying the good 
will of the S. F. Myers Co. purchased by Mr. 
Tuttle, or to conduct their business in such a way 
that it destroys or impairs the value of such good 
will. The evidence satisfies me that the sons of 
S. F. Myers, with intent to appropriate to them- 
selves the good will of the business of the bankrupt 
corporation, S. F. Myers Co., organized the new 
corporation, S. F. Myers Sons Co., established the 
business at the same place at which the business 
of the S. F. Myers Co. had been conducted for 
many years, prevented Mr. Tuttle from leasing a 
place of business in said premises, and in various 
instances made use of the lists, letterheads and 
stationery of the S. F. Myers Co. for the purpose 
of soliciting business from the former customers 
of the S. F. Myers Co., and have had the letter- 
heads and other stationery of the S. F. Myers 
Sons Co. intentionally prepared so as to simulate 
the letterheads and other stationery formerly used 
by the S. F. Myers Co., and all with the intention 
of appropriating to themselves as much as possible 
the good will of the business of the S. F. Myers 
Co. and depriving Mr. Tuttle of a portion of such 
good will so purchased by him. 

The counsel for the S. F. Myers Co. claims that 
Mr. Tuttle should be prevented from doing busi- 
ness in the name of the S. F. Myers Co., and 
should be required to do business in his own name 
as successor of the S. F. Myers Co., on the 
ground that the S. F. Myers Co. propose to obtain 
a discharge in bankruptcy, and then resume busi- 
ness under its original name. I think it will be 
time enough to pass upon any question of that 
kind when the company has obtained its discharge 
in bankruptcy, and in any case my present impres- 
sion is that that company would be obliged to so 





conduct any new business as not to interfere with 
the good will of its old business, which has been 
sold under the order of this court. 

Counsel also claims that Mr. Tuttle, by his 
purchase of the good will of the S. F. Myers Co., 
did not in fact obtain anything, because the busi- 
ness is not carried on at the same street number 
as the business of the S. F. Myers Co., but in the 
adjoining building, and also because the entire 
plant and assets of the S. F. Myers Co. were not 
purchased by Mr. Tuttle. The old definition of 
good will was the likelihood that the old customers 
would resort to the old stand, but that does not 
mean that in all cases there cannot be any good 
will left if the place of business is changed. 

This business was principally a mail order busi- 
ness. In my opinion it was not essential to the 
purchase of the good will that the business should 
be continued at 49 instead of 51 Maiden Lane. 
Nor, in my opinion, is the fact that Mr. Tuttle 
did not purchase the entire assets of the bankrupt 
decisive. He purchased the good will, the out- 
standing accounts, the subscription lists, and 
about three-quarters of the tangible assets, paying 
for them many thousand dollars. I think he was 
substantially the purchaser of the business as a 
going concern, and he is entitled to carry on the 
business without interference or piracy on the 
part of the Myers. 

The motion of the bankrupt to stay Mr. Tuttle 
from doing business under the name of the S. F. 
Myers Co. is denied. In regard to the motion by 
Mr. Tuttle, I think that the order should enjoin 
the S. F. Myers Sons Co. from using the 
subscription lists, from soliciting business from 
the old customers, and from simufating the letter- 
heads, billheads and papers of the former corpor- 
ation. I think, too, that if they are to carry on 
the mail order business in jewelry and _ similar 
articles at 49 Maiden Lane, they should change 
the name of their corporation so that the public 
will not be deceived in supposing that it is the 
same business, the good will of which was sold to 
Mr. Tuttle, or, if they prefer to carry on the 
business under the name of S. F. Myers Sons Co., 
they should be required to remove from 49 Maiden 
Lane. Generally the sons of S. F. Myers, and all 
persons formerly connected with that concern, 
should be enjoined from doing anything which 
would naturally tend to induce the public to be- 
lieve that the business formerly conducted by the 
S. F. Myers Co. is not now being conducted by 
Mr. Tuttle, or which would naturally tend in 
any respect to damage or impair the good will 
sold to Mr. Tuttle. 

The order in accordance with this decision 
should be settled on notice. 

Charles Martin Ansorge, attorney for 
Mr. Tuttle, in arguing the case, claimed 
that the court was authorized to sell and 
sold to Mr. Tuttle the good will and trade 
name of the bankrupt concern of the 5S. F. 
Myers Co. He also argued that the sale 
of the good will carried with it the right 
of the purchaser to do business under 
the old: firm name. He also argued that 
the simulation of the name S. F. Myers 
Sons Co. by the defendant and the meth- 
ods which it has employed in conducting 
its business are calculated to deceive the 
former customers of the S. F. Myers Co. 

and the public and should be enjoined. 
He cited several instances where he 
claimed this simulation of names had de- 
ceived the public, and called attention to 
bill heads and other stationery used by the 
S. F. Myers Sons Co. 

The attorney representing the S. F. 
Myers Sons Co. argued that the S. F. 
Myers Co. could not dispose of the good 
will of its business except in conjunction 
with all the assets as a going concern and 
in disposing of the same independently 
gave the complainant no right to use the 
corporate name of the S. F. Myers Co. 
He also argued that if the court should 
determine that the complainant did legally 
acquire the good~will of the business for- 
merly carried on by the bankrupt corpora- 
tion then the complainant only acquired the 
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right to describe himself as the successor 
to the S. F. Myers Co. and has no right 
to use the corporate name of the bankrupt 
corporation without the words “successor 
to’ or similar phraseology indicating that 
he is not the bankrupt corporation, but 
has merely acquired such good will. 

It was further argued that the bankrupt 
corporation can obtain a _ discharge in 
bankruptcy under the present bankruptcy 
act and can upon obtaining such discharge 
again carry on business under its cor- 
porate name and even solicit its former 
customers. 

It was also argued that the sons of S. F. 
Myers certainly had the legal right to 
organize a corporation and do business un- 
der the name of S. F. Myers Sons Co. 
It was claimed that there was nothing in 
the circular letter referred to in the com- 
plainant’s papers which indicates any at- 
tempt on the part of the defendant to mis- 
lead any of the former customers of the 
bankrupt corporation or the public gener- 
ally, or indicating any possibility of unfair 
competition. 





Cuban’ Revolutionist Who Tried to 
Swindle New York Jeweler, Sent 
to Prison on Another Charge. 


Manuel Alvarez, alias Baldenero, who was 
arrested Sept. 10 in New York on suspicion 
of obtaining from the Hotel Martinique 

20) in cash on a worthless check for 
$1,000, -drawn by himself on the Savoy 
Trust Co., but who was also wanted on 
other and more serious charges involving 
the giving of worthless drafts for large 
amounts, was on Friday found guilty of 
forgery in the second degree by a jury in 
the Court of General Sessions. Judge Ro- 
salsky postponed sentence for two weeks 
to learn if Alvarez has a criminal record 

At the trial Alvarez surprised the court 
by admitting that he was an agent for a 
revolutionary movement in Cuba, and that 
he had ordered about $125,000 worth of 
ammunition. He also stated that he had 
not been sent to the United States by the 
revolutionists, but that after he had come 
here from Venezuela he got letters enclos- 
ing the drafts and instructing him to pur- 
chase supplies. He stated that he believed 
the drafts were good and had presented 
them for collection in good faith. 

When the man first came to New York 
he registered at the Hotel Martinique and 
began visiting different mercantile firms, 
where he ordered large quantities of goods. 
Among those he visited was B. Raff, a 
Sixth Ave. jeweler, and bargained for a 
large quantity of valuable diamond jewelry. 
Mr. Raff was not satisfied that the man was 
responsible and did not deliver him any 
goods. He learned that his prospective 
customer had been trying to buy a large 
order of films from the United States Film 
Brokers & Importers at 41 Union Sq., and 
that he had also offered that concern a draft 
on a Cuban bank with exchange due at a 
London bank, 

An investigation revealed that the drafts 
were no good, and the man was arrested 
and held for trial.

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Beware of These Men Who Are Accused 
of Swindling a Jeweler in Germany. 
The American newspapers last month 

told of the swindle of a jeweler at Frank- 

fort-on-the-Main, Germany, by two clever 
crooks, who succeeded in getting away with 

jewelry and diamonds valued at 142,000 

marks. These men, who gave their names 

as Don Ciriolo José De Elorduy, a rich 
farmer of Mexico, and Emil Becker, an art 
expert of Chicago, told the jeweler, Otto 

Koch, that Elordin had a large deposit at 

the German bank at Wiesbaden, and gave 

the jeweler a check on this bank, which 
later proved to be worthless. They were

also vouched for by a Munich artist whom 
they had deceived by false credentials. 

The men, for whom a warrant was issued 
by the German authorities, are believed to 
have skipped to this country, and through 
the courtesy of the Jnternational Criminal 
Police Times we are able to reproduce cuts 
of the pair, as they may operate in this 
country or try to dispose of their stolen 
jewelry here. 

Elorduy is described as about 30 to 35 
years old, with pronounced features and 
sallow complexion; long nose, and has an 
upper lip that hangs down at the right. He 
has dark brown hair, and on the left hand 
his little finger is missing. He speaks a 
few words of English and a little French 
and dresses in the height of fashion. 

Becker, who is believed to have operated 
in this country before, is a German by birth 
and is about 40 or 45 years old. He is 
strongly built, has a round face, long 
brown hair, which he wears parted. He 
speaks German and a little English. He 
pretends to be the private secretary and 
traveling companion of the Mexican. 

The jewelry stolen consists of a necklace 
-containing 38 large brilliants, weighing 
about 76 carats, set in platinum mille grift 
mountings, the nine at the center having 
gold buttons, and also two pearl breast pins, 
each with a white pearl weighing 20 grains.

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Salesman for Standard Button Co. Com- 
mits Suicide After Killing Wife 
and Wounding Her Former 
Sweetheart. 

ProvipENcE, R. I., Oct. 6—Robert H. 
Robinson, Jr., traveling salesman for the 
Standard Button Co., Attleboro, Mass., first 
shot and dangerously wounded John H. 
Schnellbacker and then killed his wife, 
Grace, and himself at the Robinson home, 
24 Mawney St., this city. The shooting 
was done at 10.45 p. m. Tuesday night. 
Schnellbacker, who is a motorman, called 
at the house to see Mrs. Robinson, but was 
met at the door by the husband, who re- 
sented the visit and the remarks made by 
Schnellbacker, and after an altercation of 
a violent character began to shoot. 

Mrs. Robinson was the daughter of Will- 
iam E. Prew, assistant manager of the Earl 
& Prew Express Co. A few hours after 
the shooting Schnellbacker, in a statement 
to the police, told of his relations with Mrs. 
Robinson and of the details leading up to 
the shooting. He is at the Rhode Island 
Hospital with a bullet through one ankle 
and a scalp wound and depressed fracture 
of the skull, caused by being grazed by a 
second bullet. 

All the participants in the tragedy were 
young persons. Mrs, Robinson was in her 
21st year, her husband was 22 years old and 
Schnellbacker is 22. In his statement 
Schnellbacker asserts that he had known 
Mrs. Robinson for more than two years 
previous to her marriage and had courted 
her during that time. He asserts that Mrs. 
Robinson met him during the afternoon by 
appointment for the purpose of eloping with 
him, but that they went back to the house, 
where he remained a couple of hours and 
then left. He returned shortly before the 
shooting and was met at the door by Mrs. 
Robinson, who, Schnellbacker says, asked 
him to take her away as she did not wish 
to live with her husband any longer. Mr. 
Robinson came to the door and ordered the 
young man out. Words followed, during 
which Schnellbacker admits he attempted 
to force his way into the house, whereupon 
Robinson fired upon him, two bullets tak- 
ing ettect. 

Mrs. Robinson ran into the bedroom 
and, after firing upon Schnellbacker, her 
husband followed her. He evidently placed 
the revolver close to her head and fired, the 
bullet passing through her right ear and 
entering the brain. Then the frenzied 
man placed the pistol to his own head and 
fired. Schnellbacker crawled to the street 
and called for help, and upon the arrival 
of the police was sent to the Rhode Island 
Hospital. The bodies of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robinson were taken in charge by an 
undertaker. 

Mr. Robinson was born in this city, 
where he received his education, and after 
several situations entered the employ of the 
Standard Button Co., Attleboro, about 
six months ago. Mr. and Mrs. Robinson 
were married the latter part of July, eloping 
to Attleboro for the ceremony. 


About $300 worth of jewelry was taken 
from the store of B. Ganter & Son, Gal- 
veston, Tex., recently. Entrance to the 
store was gained through a rear door. The 
police are working on the case.

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Creditors of Ciner & Seeleman Meet to 
Hear Two Offers of Settlement, but 
Do Not Accept Either. 


A meeting of the creditors of Ciner & 
Seeleman, formerly in business as manu- 
facturing jewelers at 87 Maiden Lane, New 
York, and against whom a petition in 
bankruptcy was filed a short time ago, was 
called ‘by their attorneys and was held Fri- 
day afternoon at 170 Broadway. At this 
meeting two propositions of settlement 
were submitted by Mr. Oppenheimer, of 
Oppenheimer & Arnold, neither of which 
was accepted. The first offer of settlement 
was that Ciner & Seeleman raise $10,000 
from relatives, which was to be put into 
the business and allow the firm to continue 
and thus pay 100 cents on the dollar. This 
arrangement was to be made so that the 
firm would continue under a trusteeship or 
other plan satisfactory to creditors, but no 
time was stated as to when creditors could 
expect to be paid in full. The other propo- 
sition was an offer of 40 cents on the dol- 
lar, 10 per cent. cash and 10 per cent. every 
four months for a year, with satisfactory 
indorsement on the notes. 

The meeting was opened by Mr. Oppen- 
heimer, who read from typewritten sheets 
figures showing the financial standing of 
the firm. The assets, according to the fig- 
ures submitted, consist of merchandise 
$110,000, accounts $35,000, notes on hand 
$5,200, equity in banknotes $5,200, cash in 
banks $1,000, plant $16,000, or a total of 
$172,400. The merchandise if offered at 
forced sale would not realize its face value 
and the accounts and the. value placed on 
the plant would show a depreciation. The 
liabilities include indebtedness for mer- 
chandise $100,000, to banks $34,000, for pri- 
vate loans $20,500, and 
$4,000, totaling 
these there are 
$23,200. 

Mr. Oppenheimer stated that large quan- 
tities of goods were offered his clients a 
short time prior to the filing of the peti- 
tion in bankruptcy, which they did not buy. 
He said they had paid off to banks during

the year over $16,000. He pointed out that 
his clients have not misappropriated a cent. 
They have been in business over 15 years, 
he said, and during that time have paid to 
those with whom they have done business 
over $1,000,000. Since June 1 they pur- 
chased only $8,000 worth of goods and paid 
out $87,000. He asked that his clients be 
given a chance to clear off their indebted- 
ness to make the best settlement they could. 

The question as to certain amounts of 
money paid to relatives was the subject of 
considerable discussion and Ralph Wolf, 
representing creditors, demanded that this 
money should be returned before a settle- 
ment was asked for. 

Mr. Stone, secretary of the Jewelers 
Board of Trade, which controls practically 
all of the merchandise claims, said that 
the board wants 100 cents on the dollar 
properly and that no other proposition wili 
be considered. 

No agreement was reached and the meet- 
ing adjourned. 








Prosecution Begun Against Canadian 
Dealers Accused of Violating the 
Gold and Silver Markings Act. 


Toronto, Can., Oct. 7 —The Government 
has instituted prosecutions against T. H. 
Lee & Sons, Ltd., wholesale jewelers, and 
Walter I. Goodman, retail jeweler, Toronto 
Ont., on charges of violating the Gold and 
Silver Markings Act which forbids the issu- 
ing of guarantees in connection with the 
sale of gold or silver plated goods. The 
cases were brought up in court yesterday, 
John Jennings appearing as counsel for the 
Dominion Government and T. C. Robinette 
for the defense. 

Lee & Sons did not deny that they had 
sold gold-filled watch cases stamped with a 
guarantee for 25 years. The defense in 
their case was that they did not stamp their 
own goods, the cases objected to being im- 
ported from the United States, and they 
further allege that the Markings Act is un- 
constitutional. The case was sent for trial 
by a jury at the Sessions. Goodman’s case 
was adjourned.

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An Interesting Corner Stone of an Old 
Flatware Factory. 


HE recent discovery of the corner 
stone of the little shop built at Wal- 
lingford in 1834 by Robert Wallace, in 
which place the year following, he made 
his first German silver spoon, has excited 
considerable interest, not only throughout 
the vicinity of Wallingford, Conn., but 
in the silver plated trade as well. The 
stone was discovered a short time ago by 
workmen who were breaking ground for 
an electric lighting plant to be built on the 
outskirts of Wallingford, and happened to 
excavate on the site of what was known 
as the “old Wallace shop.” 





TABLET HOLDING CORNER STONE OF THE FIRST

This corner stoné of the first Wallace 
shop has been set in a bronze tablet, which 
will be used as the corner stone of the 
office building now being erected by the 
R. Wallace & Sons Mfg. Co., the tablet 
commemorating the establishment of the 
business and the manufacture of the first 
German silver spoon made in America. 

In connection with this tablet and the 
original corner stone, it will be recalled 
that Robert Wallace was born in Pros- 
pect, Conn., in 1815, and started to learn 
the manufacture of Britannia spoons under 
Capt. Wm. Mix, when about 16 years old. 
Two years later he hired an old grist mill 
and began to make spoons of his own ac- 
count by water power. He had been en- 
gaged in business about a year when he 
was shown a spoon of a new metal known 
as “German silver” and shortly afterward 
he met a noted chemist, Dr. Louis Feicht- 
wanger, who had brought with him from 
Germany a bar of this German silver. 
After experimenting with this metal, Mr. 
Wallace endeavored to obtain the recipe 
for its composition, and finally succeeded 
in buying this information from the man 
for $25. 

It was in the shop of which the small 
corner stone was laid in 1834 that Mr. 
Wallace in the following year began the 
manufacture of German silver flat ware.

Clever Thief Works New Form of 
“Switching” Trick Upon New York 
Jeweler. 


The old trick of “switching” trashy 
jewelry set with imitation diamonds for 
gold articles set with real gems was worked 
last Thursday evening on Samuel Yampol- 
sky, a retail jeweler at 840 Eighth Ave, 
New York, by a clever stranger, and the 
police are now trying to locate the man 
This time the two envelopes cleverly 
manipulated covered up the crime and gave 
the man a chance to escape. 

The man first called at the jewelry store 
on the previous Wednesday evening and 
purchased an alarm clock, and at that time 
talked with the jeweler for some time. 
He returned on Friday evening and se- 
lected four diamond rings with diamonds 
weighing 2 2-16, 2 3-16 and two that weighed 
1% carats. He examined these rings 
closely and then offered a $1,000 bill in 
payment for the purchase price, $903. 
The jeweler could not change the bill, so 
the man took the rings and sealed them 
in an envelope and apparently returned the 
envelope to the jeweler. 

In reality he substituted another envelope 
containing four imitation rings set with 


poor paste stones. He told the jeweler to 
hold the rings and he would be back. That 
was the last seen of the stranger. When 
he did not return the jeweler opened the 
envelope and discovered the trick. 

Mr. Yampolsky notified the police and 
described the man as being about 5 feet 10 
inches tall, of dark complexion and clean 
shaven. He was dressed in evening clothes 
and claimed to be wealthy and the pro- 
prietor of a garage on 58th St. 

Jewelers in all parts of the country are 
warned to watch for this man and report 
to the New York police if he calls. upon 
them.

Death of Conrad Leick.

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Sreditors File Involuntary Bankruptcy 
Petition Against L. W. Sweet & Co. 


\n involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
as filed Monday in the United States 
istrict Court, New York, against L. W. 
sweet & Co., an instalment jewelry house 

170 Broadway, by these creditors: Alois 
<ohn & Co., $1,120; Julius Davidson, 
$00, and Daniel Dandaw, $208. The con- 
ern recently offered a settlement at 40 
ents on the dollar. 

Julius Henry Cohen was appointed re- 
elver. 

The reasons giyen for the filing of the 
bankruptcy petition are explained in a let- 
ter to this journal by S. Raives, the presi- 
dent of the corporation, which follows: 

New York, Oct. 10, 1910. 
Editor THe JEWELERS’ CrrCULAR-WEEKLY. 

We presume you will be notified about 
our difficulties, and we would appreciate 
your kindness very much if you will 
kindly let us state the facts of the case. 

About six weeks ago, one of our largest 
creditors called upon us, telling us that 
our bills are not promptly paid, and sug- 
gested that a quiet extension wou)d do us 
the world of good; that is, we would get 
from one to 2% years’ extension—starting 
in to pay Jan. 1, 1911, 100 cents on a dol- 
lar until fully paid. It was certainly 
velcomed by us as a noble offer and re- 
lief. We even: did not consult our law- 
yers, and offered to turn over our busi- 
ness to an advisory committee; that’ was 
done and we signed. Some of the cred- 
itors commenced to quarrel among them- 
selves, and certain people refused to sign 
unless a trustee was appointed, which was 
also accepted by us, providing it would be 
done quietly without our difficulties get- 
ting out at large. 

In the meantime, one of our creditors 
notified the Jewelers’ Board of Trade, and 
this organization in turn sent out a slip, 
immediately taking our credit away. This 
put us in the position that there was a 
run on us of all our small creditors. If 
you take the largest bank in the country 
and send a red slip out that it is in diffi- 
culty you will certainly see a run on the 
bank within an hour, There was nothing 
left for us to do but call a general cred- 
itors’ meeting through the Board of Trade, 
which offered noble response, and after our 
circumstances were explained, a_ settle- 
ment of 40 cents on a dollar was agreed to 

by all, to be signed on or before Oct. 10. 

Now certain creditors have refused to 
sign; other creditors wanted 100 per cent. 
in long-time notes, and others wanted us 
to pay their legal expenses, etc., which 
was impossible for us to do. To-day we 
heard that some other creditors lost all 
patience in waiting and tried to throw us 
into bankruptcy. 

We well know the fact that a business 
of our kind is very peculiar, because when 
it gets into the press and the public at 
large: that is, the people who owe us 
money get wind of it, collections will go 
to ruin, as the instalment business of to- 
day is just like a wax figure: if put in the 
sun it will melt to pieces. Not knowing 
that we are going to be driven into bank- 
ruptcy, we were to have a general cred- 
itors’ meeting to-day and explain the mat- 
ter to all. 





We trust you will use this in your next 
edition and state how the trouble started, 
as there were certainly creditors among 
our largest ones who did noble work and 
tried to help and assist us to go through 
it honorably; but it seems that some of 
them lost patience and resorted to bank- 
ruptcy proceedings. 

Trusting that this will fully explain our 
side of the difficulty,

Jewelers Warned to Look Out for 
Clever Counterfeit Ten Dollar 


Bank Note. 

Jewelers as well as banking and business 
houses throughout the country have been 
warned in a special circular sent out to 
scrutinize carefully al! $10 banknotes of the 
series 1902-1908, with McKinley portrait, as 
many dangerous counterfeits of these bills 
are in circulation. The counterfeit is said 
to be one of the cleverest put forth in years. 
The circular says: 

The most dangerous gang of counterfeiters of 
recent years have been working systematically pre- 
paring these bills, and it is believed have used the 
names of several different banks in various sec- 
tions of the country, thus making it easy for their 
circulators or distributing agents, to put the notes 
in general circulation, for it will take a long time 
to learn just what bank names have been used. 
The counterfeit on the Pasadena National Bank 
was the first discovered, and the description of that 
note will answer for all. 

This is the description, furnished by John 
E. Wilkie, Chief of the Secret Service: 

This is a deceptive counterfe't, particu- 
larly as to the face. It is apparently re- 
produced by the photo-etching process and 
is well printed on two pieces ofthin paper, 
with particles of silk distributed between. 
The seal and serial numbers are a trifle 
darker than the genuine, but the most 
noticeable defects in the note are on the 
back, the plate number of which is 129, and 
which is a blue-green instead of the proper 
tint. 

“The etching on the back has been badly 
done, and the rough work is noticeable. 
Some of the fine lines in the script on the 
face of the note have heen entirely lost in 
the etching, and this results in giving the 
note a rather pale appearance. There is a 
bad break in the cross-hatching in the back- 
ground of the portrait over McKinley’s left 
shoulder. The ovtlines of the bank's orig- 
inal number in the panel under the portrait, 
which was apparently 3335, are discernible 
under the counterfeit number.”

The Colorado Springs Jewelry Co. has 
been incorporated under the State laws of 
Colorado, with a capital of $30,000. The 
concern will be located at 106 E. Pike’s 
Peak Ave., Colorado Springs, Colo. 

A large ornamental street clock was re- 
cently placed in front of the jewelry store 
of J. M. Pinckney, Sioux City, la. The 
Pinckney clock base is of steel and con 
crete and the dial is illuminated by elec- 
tricity. 

Gus E. Templet has purchased a hali in- 
terest in the Johnson Jewelry Store, Main 
St., Bay Saint Louis, Miss., and assumed 
active possession. Messrs. Johnson and 
Templet have increased their stock and in 
. stalled ew fixtures. 

The value of clocks and watches im- 
ported into British South Africa during the 
first six months of 1910 is given as $127,760, 
as against $85,976 in the first six months 
last year. The export of diamonds from 
British South Africa during the first six 
months of the year is put at $21,764,360, as 
against $10,588,311 for the first half of 
1909. 

The Albany School of Fine Arts was 
formally opened by an exhibition by Miss 
Edith Very. The exhibit included pottery, 
hand-made jewelry, silver and copper work 
and leather work. The hand-made jewelry 
is Renaissance in style of an old design. A 
large part of the silver and pewter consists 
of copies of antique patterns of handsome 
designs. 

A clever street fakir fleeced the unsus- 
pecting citizens of Youngstown, O, re- 
cently by a novel scheme. The man was 
offering for sale pieces of cheap jewelry and 
declared that he would buy back all articles 
not giving satisfaction. He had a couple 
of accomplices with him to help along the 
game. One of these men would buy a 
watch charm for 25 cents and then pretend 
to be dissatisfied, whereupon the jeweler 
would say he had such faith in his goods 
that he would buy back the charm for 50 


cents. This was done several times, and 
the jeweler would pay double what he had 
received for the article. Frank McKann 


then bought a dol‘ar’s worth of articles, 
under the impression that he would receive 
double the price of it when he offered it 
to the jeweler. He was told to “run away 
and play.” MecKann did not feel like play 
ing, and grabbed the case of cheap jewelry 
and said he would keep it until he got his 
dolar back. When a policeman hove in 
sight the peddler drove hastily away.

HE _ imposition 
Jail Sentences for last week of 


Smugglers. heavy fines upon two 
wealthy tourists who 
had smuggled articles of jewelry, as noted in 
another column of this issue, probably 
marks the last punishment of this. kind to 
be meted out. of the United States Court 
in New York inasmuch as the Court itself 
has announced that hereafter smugglers of 
this kind are to be dealt with more drasti- 
cally and punished by imprisonment and 
not by fines. Some time ago Collector Loeb 
at New York announced that he would use 
his best endeavors to have smugglers, men 
and women alike, imprisoned, inasmuch as 
the fines collected by the Government for 
these offenses did not appear to have the 
desired effect in stopping crime by our 
respectable tourists. Despite this announce- 
ment, however, smuggling continued at a 
great rate and it is satisfaction to know 
that the courts now coincide with the Col- 
lector’s view and feel that imprisonment is 
necessary and will be imposed. 

The attitude of the judges was indicated 
Thursday when a wealthy candy manufac- 
turer who had pleaded guilty to smuggling, 
came before the United States Circuit Court 
at New York in the criminal part for sen- 
tence. Counsel for the man had pleaded 
for leniency, saying that the smuggled 
jewelry had been confiscated, that he was 
subject to a penalty as well, and had se- 
verely suffered by the disgrace of the whole 
proceeding. Counsel told the court that 
his client had always borne a high reputa- 
tion and had had no full realization of the 
gravity of his act. Judge Hand, after con- 
sidering the case imposed a fine of $5,000

A meeting of the Good and Welfare 
Committee of the Jewelers Board of Trade 
was held at the Board’s room, Thursday 
afternoon last, Louis Cohn, chairman of 
the committee, presiding. At this meeting 
appeared B. R. Jolly, of the Jolly & 
Wynne Jewelry Co., Raleigh, N. C., and his 
son, Frank Jolly, who demonstrated to the 
committee the working of a new _ instru- 
ment invented by the elder Mr. Jolly, by 
which the quality of a gold article may be 
determined to the fraction of a karat sim- 
ply by its weight. This is obtained through 
determining the exact weight of the gold 
alloy by specific gravity tests. The sub- 
committee which has charge of violations 
of the Stamping Law, reported progress 
and told of the work, done looking to 
prosecutions which will come up in future. 
After acting on a number of recommenda- 
tions and discussing other matters of gen- 
eral welfare the meeting adjourned. 

It was reported last week that negotia- 
tions have been completed by which the 
creditors of Alfred H. Smith & Co. will 
realize on the equity between the value of 
jewels pledged by the defunct firm as col- 
lateral for debts and the actual amount of 
these debts. This, it is said, will give the 
creditors of the concern a dividend of be- 
tween four and five per cent. A large quan- 
tity of the stock of the defunct concern was 
held by the State Bank, the Chatham Na- 
tional Bank, the Hanover National Bank, 
John Simpson, a pawnbroker, and George 
Arents, and in addition other assets were 
held as collateral by firms in London. The 
committee which had charge of the matter 
worked diligently to obtain an offe> for 
the equity in these assets, and some time 
ago a tentative offer was made by a con- 
cern whose name was not made public at 
the time. Negotiations in this line fell 
through, but recently the committee made 
arrangements with tne Bruh] Bros. & 
Henius Co. to buy the interest of the bank- 
rupts in the bulk of this pledged stock 
The purchasers will pay the loans contract- 
ed by the old concern, together with the 
interest, and in addition pay over $10,000 
as a bonus to the creditors’ fund. With 
regard to some of the stock originally 
placed by the concern, the equity had prac 


tically been eaten up with interest charges 
and with others those who held the stock 
as collateral have sold it out

Judge Holt recently restrained the receiver 
from taking possession of the assets. There 
is a claim against the McKee Glass Co. for 
a breach of contract which caused alleged 
damages of $20,000. 

Edgar A. Ryan, 21 years old, who has 
been living in a furnished room at 285 State 
St., Brooklyn, since Oct. 3, walked into 
police headquarters Sunday and requested 
that he be placed under arrest. He told the 
lieutenant he was wanted in Baltimore for 
the robbery of a valise full of jeweiry. 
Ryan is an outside salesman for a jeweler 
of Hopkins Pl. and Baltimore St., Balti- 
more. He said two weeks ago he met his 
brother Harry in that city and went to a 
saloon with him. His brother succeeded 1n 
getting him drunk and then persuaded him 
to come to Brooklyn with the jewelry which 
he had as samples. He did so, and during 
the last week he and his brother pawned 
the jewelry. He told the police his brother 
was at the State St. address and Detectives 
Walsh and Duffy were sent there. They 
found him in bed and arrested him. 

Patrick Cox, who is a night watchman 
in ,the building occupied by the Mauser 
Mfg. Co., at 298 Fifth Ave., stepped into 
the open elevator shaft from the second 
floor while he was making his rounds in 
the dark Sunday night. An instant later 

he found himself at the bottom of the shaft 
with his left leg broken. The man was 
alone and his calls from the basement 
brought no aid. Finally he crawled up a 
flight of stairs and down the length of the 
store to the office. The journey occupied 
an hour and at the end of it he had a tele- 
phone in his hand. Cox called up the 
Holmes Patrol and told some one at the 
other end of the line of his plight. The 
Holmes office got one of the members of 
the firm on the wire and he in turn tele- 
phoned to the German Hospital at 77th St. 
and Park Ave. and asked that aid be rushed 
to the injured watchman. An ambulance 
came and carried Cox off to the hospital. 

The capture of two check forgers was 
disclosed in the arraignment Sunday morn 
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ing in the Harlem Court before Magistrate 
Breen, of two men giving the names of 
John E. Kearney, of 308 W. 56th St., and 
Walter R. McDonald, of Seventh 
Ave., who were charged with grand lar- 
ceny. The men were arraigned on the 
complaint of the proprietor of the Fort 
Washington Inn, at 145th St. and Amster- 
dam Ave. The specific charge is that the 
men passed a worthless certified check 
for $73.85. The prisoners admitted that 
the check was a forgery, and were dis- 
posed to waive examination. They were 
held over in bail of $10,000 each until the 
arrival of the cashier of the Kanawah Bank- 
ing and Trust Co., of Charlestown, W. Va., 
on which institution the check was drawn. 
According to memoranda found in the pos- 
session of the men, their operations have 
extended to many sections of the country 
and the police of many cities hold warrants 
for the arrest of two men who answer the 
descriptions of the two prisoners.

A num- 
ber of applications were made to the Good 
and Welfare Committee having charge of 
this and the decision awarding the five 
scholarships and the names of the em- 
ployes appointed were noted in a recent 
issue. Since then one of the firms who had 
recommended an employe notified the com- 
mittee that the employe had changed his 
position and the scholarship could not be 
used.

000 or $2,000,000. This jobbing house han- 
dles some lines of jewelry as well as nearly 
everything else. 

Justice Stahn, optician, added new laurels 
to his reputation as an astronomer by being 
practically the only Baltimore star-gazer 
who saw a meteor on Oct. 2. He waited a 
week later until he had had his observa- 
tion substantiated by observers at Harvard 
University before making any public an- 
nouncement.

Two men have been held at the West- 
ern Police Court to answer a charge of 
the larceny of $590 from Charles Vanallen, 
Eastman, Ga. Early last week Mr. Van- 
alien came here with the idea of purchas- 
ing goods, and deposited with the Balti- 
more Bargain House $700 in cash: After 
a night of sight-seeing, Vannallen woke up 
in the morning minus his roll of bills, he 
having withdrawn his money from the 
cashier of the Baltimore Bargain House.

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Cleaning a Marine Chronometer. 





Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular-Weekly 

















T has been customary for a number of 
I years for watchmakers and retail jew- 
elers in the less extensive towns to make 
their show windows attractive by placing in 
a prominent place a marine chronometer, 
indicating so-called correct time. These 
chronometers will render ,service for a 
limited time, at the expiration of which 
the instrument will either need cleaning 
er require other repairs. When such time 
arrives, a too economical storekeeper or a 
presumptive watch repairer does not send 
the chronometer to a competent workman 
to do the job, but in trying to do the job 
himself he meets, in most cases, with the 
inevitable; that is, he either injures or 
breaks some delicate part of the movement 
or destroys some of the scientific adjust- 
ments. 

There are, however, some. ambitious 
watchmakers, who have instructed them- 
selves and who with a little advice taken 
from a competent individual make at ieast 
a success of a cleaning job and some minor 
repairs, and who do not venture beyond 
their depth. For such a few, hints to assist 
them in their efforts may be useful. 

It is always well understood that a chro- 
nometer requires very careful handling. 
After removing the chronometer from 
its gymballing remove the bezel. This is 
done in modern chronometers by unscrew- 
ing, but in some very old chronometers by 
unscrewing several’ screws at the side. 
After reversing the box the movement can 
be received in the left hand. After plac- 
ing it on some suitable fixture the removal 
of the balance may be proceeded with. 
3efore so doing, however, the fourth 
wheel should be blocked till the escapement 
and the balance are brought to a standstill. 
Be careful not to touch the detent until the 
balance and cock have been removed. Re- 
move the balance from the cock and put 
it in a paper box for safety. Let down the 
mainspring, taking notice of a dot in the 
ratchet and clock to what extent it has 
been set up. Free the maintaining detent 
from the ratchet wheel in the fusee. 

Then with the greatest of care remove 
the spring detent with the gold discharging 
spring and its banking arm from the top 
plate. Remove the hands, dial and motion 


works and the small pnion from the pro- 
jection of the lower fusee pivot. Take off 
the brass cup of the winding square and 
take out the bar of the barrel. Disconnect 
the chain hook from the barrel and remove 
the latter, when the plates may be taken 
apart. 

Place the escape wheel and the detent 
very carefully in a paper box and cover 
these parts with some tissue paper to keep 
them from tumbling about when the box 
is moved. All the pivots from the fusee 
to the fourth wheel and escape wheel must 
be carefully examined. Any damaged pivot 
should be repaired and refinished with 
bronze, and those running in brass holes 
should have their holes bushed if necessary. 
If the escape wheel pivot holes are cut 
they must also be repolished, and if this 
operation should make them too thin, they 
should have new holes fitted. 

Mix some very fine gold rouge with thin 
olive oil and polish all the brass parts. 
Clean off with warm soap and water and 
dry in boxwood sawdust. Clean these piv- 
ots with a watchmaker’s soft brush. Next, 
take the fusee apart, clean and oil its fric- 
tional surfaces. The next thing in order 
is the cleaning and reoiling of the main- 
spring; if this can possibly be done with- 
dut removing the mainspring from the bar- 
rel it should be done, as the removing of 
the mainspring will sometimes lead to the 
breaking of the spring. Why this shoul 
be cannot be satisfactorily explained. 

A way to avoid such an accident is to 
open the barrel and cover the mainspring 
copiously with clean oil, which in winding 
the mainspring by hand in the detached 
barrel will bring the unclean oil to the 
surface and may in this way be wiped off. 
In putting together handle the pillar plate 
carefully and oil the fusee and center pivot 
holes with some oil which is not too fluid. 
Put all the wheels in their places and oil 
the escape wheel pivot hole in the cap 
jeweled holes. Put on top plate. Brush 
the balance, clean its ruby pallets with 
a dry peg point and put in place. Clean 
the detent by laying flat on tissue paper, and 
always be exceedingly careful when han- 
dling it, as it is easily broken with the least 
rough handling. See that the locking jewel 
















































face is clean and bright, as well as the gold 
spring pint. Put on the detent and its 
banking arm last of all, even after the chain 
is put on, and the spring has been set up 
to the point on the ratchet wheel, which 
was observed when the movement was 
taken down, and after the balance has been 
put in place and the balance spring has 
been attached. 

In winding, see that the chain is in its 
proper place. 

See that oil is put on the maintaining 
power detent spring, staff pivots and con- 
tact place. After putting on the dial put 
on the hands with an ivory-tipped pair of 
tweezers, and before putting on the second 
hand stop the balance, to be enabled to 
cause it to be put exactly on the line of 
the second. After replacing the chronom- 
eter in the box in its gymballing, oil the 
pivots and see that it hangs quite level, by 
using the adjusting screws placed there. 





The Breguet Double Watches, 


- a report made to the Academy of 
Science and Fine Arts, Jean Baptiste 
Biot, astronomer and mathematician, speaks 
of what are known as Bréguct watches. 

“M. Bréguet has constructed watches 
which he calls ‘double,’ containing in a case 
of ordinary dimensions two complete 
movements quite independent of each 
other, but attached to the same metallic 
plate. Each of these movements conducts 
the hands of the hours, minutes and sec- 
onds. Now, although the rate is never 
strictly the same in the two systems, when 
each acts alone, still, when they are made 
to act together, even if they may at first 
vary a little, they soon come to a perfect 
accord, in consequence of their recipro- 
cal influence, communicated through the 
common plate. 

“One of these double watches which was 
under examination for three months at 
the observatory exhibited such perfect ac 
cord between the two movements that 
both the second hands beat the same sec- 
ond continuously without the slightest in- 
terval of time. 

“M. Bréguet is of the opinion that a 
combination of the two movements is more 
stable in its uniformity than a single move- 
ment, and that it better resists the effects 
of perturbation.

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Points for Young Watchmakers. 


(Continued: from issue of Oct. 5.) 


HEN the motive force is on the de- 
cline, or near the point of exhaus- 
tion from dirt or thickened oil or defects 
in the train, the tooth of the pallet wheel 
tends to set on the engaging or entering 
pallet, this being the shorter arm. This is 
due to the driving face being an inclined 
plane or a lifting angle, the resilience of 
which increases gradually, the arm of the 
pallet becoming gradually shorter. The 
opposite is the case on the discharging pal- 
let, where the lever gradually becomes 
greater. Furthermore, the tooth moves 
nearer to the center of the pallets, and 
the leverage becomes shorter as it moves 
along the driving plane of the short arm, 
while on the long arm it moves from the 
center and acts upon a longer lever. When 
this difficulty is serious, it may be reme- 
died to some extent by setting the move- 
ment somewhat out of beat, so that when 
the balance is at rest the ruby pin will 
stand a little to the right of the line of 
centers. In other words, to ease the re- 
sistance of the short arm. 

But this fault of the short pallet arm 
having too much resistance is often due 
to the wheel and pallet action not being 
constructed with the proper proportions 
necessary for a good action. The arms 
may be too long, and especially the driving 
plains may not have proper angles with the 
center or the motion of the pallets. The 
remedy for such defects is, of course, to 
correct the errors of form or position so 
that the parts will conform to the rules of 
proper proportions. But even when the 
arms are of the proper length, and the lift- 
ing and locking faces are inclined at the 
proper angles, if the balance is small and 
light and the hairspring is weak, there will 
be some “set” in the escapement, and the 
watch will be unable to start of itself and 
will be liable to stop while being carried 
whenever the vibrations happen to be much 
reduced by external motions. 

Some workmen recommend the lessening 
inclination of the locking faces in such 
cases, and also the reduction of the lifting 
angles of the driving planes. But in 
the opinion of the better informed 
neither should ever be done if the respect- 
ive angles are in accordance with the cor- 
rect rules. If the balance and spring are 
then too light to operate well it is evident 
that they are too light for the train. The 
better course in these cases is to fit in 
a heavier balance with a correspondingly 
stiffer hairspring, instead of bothering 
about a balance which has not substance 
enough to give life to the motion. 

In very small watches the power of the 
mainspring will be correspondingly weak, 
so that all the parts will be proportioned 
to the balance spring, and if correctly exe- 
cuted the escapement will work properly 
with the angles laid down in the rules for 
correct escapements. 

Before leaving the wheel and pallet ac- 
tion, a workman is advised, when putting 
any watch together, to wind it up just 
enough to give it a decent motion, then 
watch the vibration of the balance closely 
and see if it is regular and uniform, or is 
continually falling off’ and catching up 
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again. If irregular, look up the cause. If 
it falls off, or grows smaller at every vi- 
bration of the escape wheel, the wheel is 
probably not round, or not staked concen- 
trically on the pinion, and one or more 
teeth clog a little whenever they come into 
action, or the escapement may be pinched 
too shallow and produce the same appear- 
ance, or teeth may have been bent or 
worked at and got out of shape, causing 
either clogging or failure to lock properly. 
All such defects should be remedied before 
putting up the watch. 
THE FORK AND ROLLER ACTION. 

We have now concluded the wheel and 
pallet action. The remaining actions of 
the detached lever escapement are so inter- 
dependent that it is somewhat difficult to 
treat them separately; but we will do so 
as far as possible, first taking up, as usual, 
the mechanical defects of the leading parts 
of the entire movement and ending with a 
more thorough technical consideration of 
their forms and functions, beginning with 
the fork and roller actions. 

To begin, see that the ruby pin does not 
rub in the bottom of its sink in the plate 
or potance, or touch the projecting end 
of the screw that holds the end stone or 
foot jewel; that it is long enough to reach 
through the notch of the lever in any po- 
sition, smooth and well polished, not scaled 
or chipped off within the limits of fts 
contact with the notch, free from cement, 
or, at least, see that the cement which holds 
it in the roller does not come near touching 
the notch in the lever fork. 

THE DOUBLE ROLLER LEVER. 

In the double roller lever escapement see 
that the ruby pin is not so long that its 
end can touch the index as it passes over 
it, by bringing the two parts as closely to- 
gether as their opposite end shakes wiil 
permit. If they touch, the end shake of 
the pallet arbor must be confined, or else 
the ruby pin must be set higher up in the 
roller, or its projecting end taken off a 
little to pass the index. 

It is a great convenience to be able to 
tell the angular position of the ruby pin 
without looking between the plates, or for 
knowing whether the watch is in beat by 
looking at the balance. It is then always 
easy to know where it is. If that arm is 
over the lever pivot hole, when at rest, the 
watch is in beat, and many different tests 
of the escapement are greatly facilitated 
by this plan.

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Neuchatel Observatory. 





(From the London Horological Journal.) 

[Extracts from the Report by the Director of the 
Observatory at Neuchatel to the Inspecting Com- 
mittee for the year 1909, together with a report 
on the various chronometers tested in 1909.] 

HE plant for the chronometrical ser- 
vice has worked to our entire satis- 
faction. We have continued our experi- 
ments in replacing gas by electricity for 
heating our timing ovens and have found 
that for this purpose gas is still the best 
means of heating. In order to expel the 
products of combustion it will suffice to 
place in a tunnel piercing the wall on a 
level with the flames an exhaust apparatus 
with fan, automatically driven by a small 
electric motor. 

The observatory clocks are in very good 
condition. The rates of our two chief 
timepieces, those of Hipp and of Riefler, 
have regained great regularity since their 
cleaning in 1908. Hipp’s timepiece has 
shown in its rate some very interesting pe- 
culiarities which we denote without enter- 
ing into detail, reserving it to return to 
on another occasion. Deduction made of 
slight undulations of short duration, the 
rate was steadfast in the months of No- 
vember, December, January and February. 
Toward the end of February the rate of 
this timepiece increased by slight degrees 
from —Is.01 on Feb. 20 to —1s.56 on 
March 6 diminished to 1s.17 on March 11 
and remained steadfast till the end of the 
month. At the beginning of April the 
same phenomenon recurred, though in less 
pronounced form. On June 25 the rate 
began to increase from —1s.05 to 1s.40 (on 
the 29th), and again decreased to —1s.10 
on July 2. From August 28 we have to 
record an acceleration of the rate with 
very slight variations until the month of 
November (of —1s.26 to —2s.07). 

Since then the rate has anew remained 
steadfast until now (March, 1910), always 
oscillating round —2s.0 during longer or 
shorter periods. As the excavation works 
in the neighborhood of the Observatory 
were begun in the latter half of the month 
of September, this acceleration cannot be 
explained by laying it to their account. 
The variations of rates from day to day 
during these works remained within the 
usual bounds; the disturbance of the earth 
caused by the explosion of the mines does 
not seem, therefore, to have had any great 
influence on the rates of the timepieces. 

The rates of Riefler’s timepiece, which, 
like Hipp’s, is under a bellglass subjecte 
to constant pressure, have also been very 
regular, especially during the Summer 
months. In the months of October, 1908 
and 1909, we recorded a sudden change in 
its rate, and this change coincided exactly 
with the date at which the hall in which 
the clock is set up began to be warmed. 
The clock has preserved its failing rate till 
now, although the present temperature in- 
side the clock differs but little from that 
recorded during the Summer months. We 
have already repeatedly verified a change 
of rate caused by relatively slight varia- 
tions of temperature. The steel-nickel rod 
with which the Riefler’s timepiece is pro+ 
vided seems to us, therefore, not to have 
the compensating faculty necessary to en- 
sure a regular rate at different tempera+ 
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tures; it is difficult to say whether this 
defect is to be sought in the alloy itself or 
in the cylindrical weight of metal which 
hangs at the end of the rod. 

The service for wiring the hour to the 
clock stations of the Cantons of Neuchatel, 
Berne and Vaud, as also to the central 
telegraph office at Berne, has worked with 
regularity in 1909. The signal has been 
sent every day save one, on which, in con- 
sequence of a broken wire ascertained at 
the last moment, the electric current failed 
at the Observatory. The arrival of the 
signal at the stations has been very satis- 
factory. We have no disturbances to re- 
late. Four times the signal has gone no 
further than Neuchatel; a young tele- 
graphic employe had forgotten to connect 
the wires in his office. 

According to information received from 
Observatory officials at the stations, the 
signal has failed in the course of the year, 
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In this table are included the four non- 
arrivals caused by the negligence above 
mentioned, As the renewal of the agree- 
ment for transmission of the hour with 
the Federal Department of Posts and Tele- 
graphs is on the eve of taking place, we 
make it our duty to recognize the great 
zeal with which the administration of tele- 
graphs has always at our request sought 
and remedied any causes of disturbance. 

Transmission of the hour by telephone 
has been regularly carried on to La 
Chaux-de-Fonds, Tavannes and _ Schaff- 
house. During last year 60 complete de- 
terminations of the hour were made. The 
interval between two determinations was on 
the average 4.2 days. The longest inter- 
vals were those of 14 days at the end of 
November and beginning of December, and 
of 15 days in the month of December. 

Leaving apart an article sent in by a 
clockmaker from abroad, which was, more- 
over, a failure, the total number of chro- 
nometers deposited in 1909 amounts to 637. 

Of these chronometers, 

475 (74.6 per cent.) chronometers were 
able to obtain reports of rate; 

150 (23.5 per cent.) chronometers did not 
satisfy the requirements of the regu- 
lation and were returned without re- 
ports to their depositors; and 

12 (1.9 per cent.) were withdrawn by their 
depositors before the end of the tests. 

A pocket chronometer, No. 2635933, be- 
longing to MM. Brandt & Frere, of 
Bienne, after having gone through the 
first-class tests, was placed under observa- 
tion while subjected to atmospheric pres- 
sures varying from 728 mm. to 113 mm. 

The result of these observations was a 
barometrical coefficient (variation of rate 
per increase of pressure of 1 mm. of mer- 
cury) of + 0.019.

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The Famous Old Bells in Pisa’s Leaning 
Tower Are to Be Removed. 





COMMISSION of architects has 

verified an exceedingly threatening 
sinking of the leaning tower of Pisa. 
Whereas the tower settled to the extent 
of 13 centimeters (five inches) between 
1829 and 1859, the settlement has since 
then been increased by seven more centi- 
meters (2% inches), so that the architects 
look. forward with apprehension to the time 
when a catastrophe will be inevitable. 
Everything is to be done to save the mag- 
nificent monument, and if in any way pos-

sible to postpone, if not to obviate entirely, 
the fatal period. As a preliminary pre- 
caution, the old bells, weighing several 
hundredweight, the ringing of which con- 
stantly imparted a vibration to the cam- 
panile, are to be removed. 
The investigations of the 
have demonstrated that the inclined posi- 
tion of the tower, which it has maintained 
for nearly a thousand years, was not orig- 
inally intended (as has often been sup- 
posed), but has been caused by the con- 
litions of the supporting earth. Especially 
risky were the excavations undertaken, in 
the year 1835, on which occasion the col- 
umns, imbedded 70 centimeters (27% 
inches) in the earth, on the leaning side, 
were laid bare. Following the catastrophe 
that befell the campanile in Venice, it 
would be doubly inexcusable to neglect 
any means that would preserve the white 
marble magnificence of Pisa’s round 
tewer, with its three columnar galleries.

The heavy windstorm which _ struck 
Philadelphia Sunday played its pranks to 
an alarming degree, especially in the vicin- 
ity of Broad and Walnut Sts., which sec- 
tion seemed to strike its fancy most. The 
heavy plate glass window in front of the 
jewelry store of Z. J. Pequignot, at 1331 
Walnut St., was forced out and fell with 
such a crash that it was heard for squares 
away. The window was filled with thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of jewelry, but it 
remained unguarded only a short time. 
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Clock Winding in Paris. 


T HE winding and care of the clocks of 
an important Parisian corporation 
was recently awarded for another three 
years. The prices quoted by the bidders 
varied from 2 fr. 90 cent. to 5 francs 
per clock per annum. The work consists 
in attending to the going of 700 clocks 
and “bull’s-eyes,” of which 300 are located 
in the central offices of the corporation and 
400 distributed in more than 200 separate 
establishments. 

Of course, the tender of 2 francs 90 
centimes was accepted. For about 2,000 
francs ($400) the contractor will have to 
wind each clock at least 26 times, which 
would be 18,200- windings altogether. For 
the 300 timepieces located in the one build- 
ing the work could be accomplished with 
celerity, but this is not the case with the 
400 others, distributed throughout Paris, 
the traveling absorbing considerably more 
time than the actual work. 

But this is not all. The cleaning of the 
clocks, owing to the positions in which 


they are placed, has to be done at least’ 


every five years, so that there are 140 
clocks to clean each year, and it is to the 
interest of the contractor to attend to this 
work regularly, the stoppage of a clock 
meaning a penalty of 50 centimes a day. 

There is, moreover, the question of re- 
pairs and of extra visits the clock man 
may be called upon to make. It is difficult 
to estimate this in advance, but it will 
require a considerable time. Moreover, the 
agreement requires the contractor to pre- 
sent himself within 48 hours upon each 
summoning of the corporation, Then, 
again, every clock removed for repairs or 
cleaning must, during its absence, be re- 
placed by a similar timepiece. 


Watches at the Brussels Exposition. 


A> a rule, the world’s exhibitions seek 
to create an impression by means of 
exhibits of gigantic magnitude. But in the 
unsurveyable variety of articles placed on 
exhibition there are also things that impress 
by reason of their smallness. Thus, at the 
Brussels International Expcsition, so ab 
ruptly ended by fire, there was to be seen 
a watch, the movement of which was no 
larger than a pea, although it was made 
with the greatest care, and kept time as ac- 
curately as the best chronometer. The 
watch is smaller.than the famous little 
watch in the collection of Louis XIV, and 
was the ornament of a lady’s ring, intended 
to be worn outside her glove. The entire 
jewel is no bigger than an ordinary signet 
ring; around the dial the tiny watch is 
set with diamonds. When it is desired 
to wind it up, a circular motion is imparted 
to the entife watch. 

Another minute watch that has 
shown in is the form of an elegant glit- 
tering beetle, of enamel, gold and precious 
stones, The watch, which likewise con- 
tains an excellent lever movement, but is 
somewhat larger than the ring watch, is 
housed in the beetle’s body and concealed 
by its wings. If a spring in the head of 
the beetle is pressed, the wings spread apart 
and the dial is revealed. The jewel is in- 
tended to be worn on a golden chain.

Store Management—Complete.* 


By Frank Farrington. 














(Continued from issue of Oct. 5.) 
HERE is a custom of rebating to out-of- 
town customers all or a part of their 
railroad or trolley fare which has proved to 
be a good deal of a success in most places 
where it has been tried. A policy of this 
kind will sometimes make trouble with the 
local trade unless handled carefully. Peo- 
ple who live in the village may be inclined 
to think that they ought to be accorded as 
much favor as is shown outsiders. There 
is something in the idea, but usually, if the 
merchants are working together in the 
matter of these rebates, and they ought to 
do so, it is possible to educate the public 
to believe that this rebate system is done 
for the general good of the town in the 
way of bringing in outside business that 
would otherwise go to other villages, and 
on this basis it should not be taken up by 
local residents and used as a handle to a 
claim for favors to them. 

A good policy means a popular store. A 
neglect of policy, allowing it to take care 
of itself, means neglect of the very things 
that go to make a store grow. A business 
grows by what it feeds upon, and it feeds 
to quite an extent upon its policy. 

The merchant who is uncertain as to the 
wise policy to pursue in a stated case 
should study the means taken by other 
merchants. He should study the policies 
of the stores he knows to be successful, 
peering into their intricacies and reasoning 
out their whys and wherefores. 

The proper study for merchants is mer- 
chandising. The way to find out what pol- 
icies will be popular is to try them and see 
how they strike the public. But as this 
method has the obvious disadvantage of 
making the business suffer from the mis- 
taken policies, the better plan is to study 
policies as tried by 
take for your own only those that prove 
successful with some one else. 

A store policy is not an abstract thing, 
intangible and hard to define. It is, or 
should be, a clearly outlined plan of action 
in the handling of the routine problems 
of the business, and its rules and regula- 
tions ought to be laid down in so many

words, so that there can be no mistake 
when the time for action arrives. 

This policy should cover every depart- 
ment of management, of advertising, of 
treatment of help, of treatment of cus- 
tomers. It should be comprehensive and 
detailed, and it should be lived up to. 


CHAPTER VI. 
Clerk Managemeut. 

There are many men who are good store 
managers in every respect save one, that 
of clerk handling 

When a merchant falls down in the mat- 
ter of handling help he falls down in a 
most important particular because the clerk 
link is the most important link in the chain 
of store management, and a chain is no 
stronger than its weakest link. 

The clerk stands between the proprietor 
and the public. The proprietor may do 
everything in his power to get people into 
the store. He may be a first-class adver- 
tiser. He may be a good mixer. He may 
be personally popular. He may carry just 
the right line of goods and mark them at 
the most attractive prices, but if the clerks 
are not right, people will not come back 
to that store a second time except under 
protest. 

There are as many kinds of clerks as 
there are men, but they all belong to two 
general classes, the kind that you want and 
the kind that you don’t want. The great 
difficulty is to tell before it is too late 
just which men are the ones you want. 

There are no end of clerks looking for 
positions. In fact, most clerks are looking 
for positions. The good man is not ad- 
verse to finding something better and the 
poor man is always looking for a job as a 
matter of principle (or lack of it). 

You can find plenty of men who are 
reasonably honest, who will work full time 
and do most of the things they are told to 
do so long as you keep telling them, and 
will draw their pay regularly. 

These men are not so much of a disad- 
vantage to a store. They do not send peo- 
ple away by reason of any pronounced defi- 
ciencies, but they never develop into posi- 
tive assets. The kind of clerks a man 
wants is the kind that is not satisfied to do 








any particular wrong. He wants men who 
continually go out of their way to do some 
particular right. 

The merchant may be lucky to get clerks 
that are sober, reliable and honest, but he 
should not be satisfied with that. He 
should make it his endeavor to surround 
himself with employes who are all of that 
and ambitious beside. 

The ambitious clerk, 
have his employer’s interest at heart be- 
cause he will realize that the better work 
he does for the store, the greater will be 
his chances of advancement either in his 
present position or to some better one. The 
ambitious clerk will be ambitious to be as- 
sociated with success, knowing that he will 
share directly in that success and indirectly 
as well. He will receive increased wages 
where there is success because the store can 
afford to pay more and it can particularly 
afford to pay more to the men who make 
it a success. He will be discovered by out- 
siders to be a part of the store’s success, a 
maker of success himself, and he will be 
sought by merchants who have something 
better for him than he is already getting. 

Some stores have too many clerks. There 
is not enough work to keep them busy, and 
they acquire habits of laziness and they lose 
ambition because there is not enough for 
their ambition to feed upon. 

If a store has more clerks than are ever 
all busy at once, it certainly has too many. 
More business is needed or less clerks. 
The clerks that never have to hustle forget 
how. At any rate, they lose any inclina- 
tion to do so. And from that it is only a 
step to the feeling that no one has any 
right to ask them to hustle. 

It is very hard to tell from a man’s ap- 
pearance just what sort of a clerk he will 
make. Every merchant has had applicants 
come to him who looked like just what he 
wanted, only to find after a few weeks that 
they were of little use. 


if he is wise, will 


First impressions are often wrong im- 
pressions. The man who can judge men 
upon sight is a rare article. The applicant 
is at his best when he is asking for a po- 
sition. If he cannot get himself up to 
seem presentable then, it is probable that 
he never can, although it must not be for- 
gotten that there are men whose tongues 
become tied when they are called upon to 
sound their own praises. They are few and 
far between, however. 

Beware of the man who protests too 
much and of the man who seems to have 
no flaw in his character. No one is perfect, 
and he who seems perfect is deceptive in 
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Storekeeping Department. 








some particular. All coins are bright when 
new, whether they be counterfeit or gov- 
ernment minted. And all new brooms are 
entitled to sweep clean. The new clerk is 
not necessarily a “find” because he does 
well the first week. Give him a month at 
least before you tell your friends what a 
wonder he is. 

While selling ability is perhaps the most 
important thing to consider in hiring a man 
—after finding him to be honest and re- 
liable—still there are other qualities which 
merit attention. Courteous handling of 
customers, stock-keeping ability, personal 
appearance; all these count and are to be 
considered. A man may be too good a 
salesman. It is possible for a clerk to be 
so disposed to load up customers that he 
works a disadvantage to the store. 

As to wages, there is no definite rule of 
course. Where the salary is a stipulated 
sum without commissions, “P. M.s” or per- 
centages; the locality, custom of the town, 
cost of living there, etc., all influence the 
figure. It is estimated by many merchants 
that the cost of mere selling is about five 
per cent. Some make it more, even up to 
sevcn per cent. Some firms which place 
their employes on a Strict»percentage basis 
pay men seven and girls six per cent. and 
finds this a fair basis. 

It is not good policy for a store to be 
stingy with its clerks, either in matters of 
money or time. Two parties to any busi- 
ness agreement will get along better if 
there is a mutual spirit of generosity. The 
clerks will be pretty apt to reciprocate if 
the management shows a tendency toward 
this kind of a spirit. If the management 
acts the other way, the clerks will cer- 
tainly exhibit a tendency in the same di- 
rection. 

Clerks are human just as you are and 
have the same or greater capacity for en- 
joying life, and they appreciate opportuni- 
ties of that kind. Also they are no more 
steam engines than you are, and, that being 
the case, there are days when they ought 
not to work, when it is a detriment to 
them and consequently to the store. Un- 
less it is absolutely imperative that a man 
be on duty, the store will make more 
money if he lays off the day he is not 
able to do work than it will if he works, 
and this applies to the proprietor and the 
clerk alike. 

See that your clerks have a chance to let 
headquarters know when they are not fit 
to work, and see that you are given the 
benefit of any doubt in the matter and al- 
lowed to lay off if they seem to need to do 
so. Of course the store management will 
find some clerks who will take advantage 
of this attitude, and such help should be 
passed on to someone else; but it is profit- 
able to take the clerk’s word until it has 
been proved false. 

If you employ many girls, have a rest 
room for them and let them use it. An 
hour of rest now is better than all day off 
to-morrow. And an hour of rest when it 
is needed means far better service after 
taking it. Better service because of the 
physical rest and better service because the 
clerk appreciates the privilege and feels a 
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greater interest in the store on account 
of it. 

The store with many employes can sup- 
port the rest room, and the store with too 
few hands to make that desirable can keep 
in close enough touch with each one to see 
that no one works who is unable to work 
well. Don’t try to discourage a clerk the 
first day or week in the way the old-fash- 
ioned merchant used to do. It used to be 
the thing to set the green hand at the 
dirtiest jobs in the store and try to make 
life a burden just to see what stuff he was 
made of. Of course the man who comes 
through serene and smiling is probably a 
good man, though not necessarily so. But 
many a man who might have made good 
may be spoiled or discouraged or given an 
ill feeling toward his employer by such 
treatment. 

Start a clerk at work that will average 
with his regular routine. Help him all you 
can, and encourage him rather than the 
contrary. He will think more of you, more 
of himself and more of his job. There is 
still an inclination upon the part of some 
employers to try to get the most possible 
work out of clerks by browbeating them 
and making them afraid of their employer. 
This is all wrong, and it will not work now 
—if, indeed, it ever did work to advan- 
tage. 

Clerks and employers should be friends 
with a common interest and a feeling of 
freedom in talking over the business and 
its varied phases and conditions. Will a 
clerk who is afraid of his employer ever 
go to him with an idea for the improve- 
ment of the store or its methods? Never. 
He will get along with just about what he 
finds it absolutely necessary for him to do 
and no more. 

Suggestions from clerks may be inop- 
portune or ill advised, or they may be 
iumely and valuable. It does not matter. 
[hey should be received with interest and 
courtesy when offered. The fact that an 
employe offers a suggestion for the bet- 
terment of the business shows that that 
employe is interested enough to give his 
work some thought beyond the bare ne- 
cessity of the duties he performs. 

The clerks of to-day must be the mer- 
chants of to-morrow, and according as 
they take an interest in learning their work 
and in trying to learn how that work may 
be done to better advantage the business 
methods of to-morrow will be improved 
over those of to-day.

A Brief Sketch of the History of the Rouen Factory 
and Its Famous Pottery. 

















HE news of the recent acquisition by 
Mr. Morgan of the famous Rouen 
porcelain collection of Mons. Gaston Le 
Breton has called attention to this ware. 
The Rouen factory, whose existence is 
known to date back as early as the -first 
half of the 16th century, has had consid- 
erable influence on the production of 
French ceramic art and it is for that rea- 
son, as well as for the anteriority of its 


‘lhe factory therefore existed then, and 
if between its products of the first half of 
the 16th and those of the 17th century we 
find no substantial proofs of the continued 
existence of a factory they reappear in an 
incontestable manner, in 1646, in the form 
of the right conceded to Nicholas Poirel, of 
Graudval, and in 1673 by that conceded to 
Louis Poterat. 

Then follow the pieces executed by Guil-

products, that it is entitled to the first place 
in a classification of French faience of the 
17th and 18th centuries. 

It is true that an attempt has been made 
to dispute the existence of the Rouen pot- 
tery factories in the 16th century by assert- 
ing that the origin of that industry at 
Rouen did not antedate the end of the 17th 
century. 

But this assertion is no longer tenable by 
reason of the discovery of documents which 
prove the existence in 1542 of the factory 
in which Abaquesue made the frames and 
wall placques for the chateau d’Ecouen 
which for a long time were attributed to 
Palissy. No matter whether the panels 
were painted by Italians, as has been as- 
serted, or by artists at Rouen, they bear the 
date 1542 and the designation a@ Rouen. 





libeaux, among other things the table serv 
ice ordered by Francis Henry, of Mont 
morency, Duke of Luxembourg, Marshal of 
France, and governor of Normandy, from 
1690 to 1695, a service of which the col- 
lections at the Hotel de Cluny contain sev 
eral pieces of great interest. Next, those 
from the factory of Pierre Chapelle, es- 
tablished at Saint Sever, in 1725, and from 
so many other factories, of which 16 were 
still in operation in 1791. 

The Rouen factory has its own historian 
whose work is as remarkable as his sub- 
ject is interesting, and the beautiful book 
of A. Pottier, former custodian of the 
Museum of Ceramic Art of the Seine In 
férieure is, and will remain, a true monu- 
ment reared in honor of Norman ceramics. 
The beautiful subjects of the decoration

Georges D’Avenel, contributes to the 
Revue des Deux Mondes an interesting 
article on the history of table equipage, cov- 
ering the past 600 years. While the table 
equipage of olden times, compared with 
what we have at present, was exceedingly 
primitive, he maintains that the wealthy 
indulged in great luxury in this respect. 

The table equipage of Charles the Wise, 
principally the golden vessels, was 10 times 
as extensive as that of the brilliant King 
Louis XIV. King Chilperic, “for the glory 
of the French nation,” as recounted by his 
biographer, Gregory de Tours, had a gold 
dish made for his use that was of the re- 
spectable weight of 25 kilograms. 

In the inventory of the table equipage of 
the Valois, in the 15th century, this dish no 
longer figures, but in its place are many 
other valuables, for instance, a golden cup 
of King Dagoberts, the sapphire-embellished 
goblet of Charlemagne and some golden 
baskets for the keeping of these articles, 
the largest of which weighed 31 kilograms. 

The value of the table equipage of Charles 
V. can only be approximately estimated 
from the inventory; in our money it would 
represent a value of about $2,800,000, of 
which $2,200,000 represented the value of 
the golden utensils. Most of this costly 
table equipage served for ornament rather 
than use. There were, for instance, only 50 
plates and only 90 spoons; forks had not as 
yet been introduced, and every guest at 
table carried his own knife. 

The king himself was served at table 
from a beautiful golden basket, which, in 
separate compartments, contained pepper 
and salt. In addition he had, at each meal, 
a four-cornered golden dish, which was 
placed on a cloth, and at each course dur- 
ing the meal a piece of bread was put on 
this dish, on which was laid the meat; over 
this he poured sauce. 

In private houses in those times gold was 
almost altogether lacking and silver also 
was scarce; even great nobles, like the 
Count d’Angouleme, had at most 100 kilo- 
grams of silver vessels. For large feasts 
it was consequently customary to borrow 
the necessary table equipage. Sometimes 
when this was not possible even ordinary 
pewter vessels were used. 

In the 16th and 17th ‘centuries the use 
of table equipage was extended, but the 
fork, which made its appearance about 300 
years ago, made slow progress. Thus, for 
instance, the table equipage of the Chan- 
cellor Duprat, who had silverware valued 
at $60,000, included only 24 spoons and a 
still smalier number of forks. The two- 
pronged fork, in use at the time, must have 
been a very awkward instrument. At the 
time of Louis XIII. a dozen such forks 
weighed 245 grammes. That is four times 
less than our forks weigh to-day. 

Among the lower classes pewter vessels 
were used; somewhat better ones were used 
for the patrons that cost, worked, about 8&0 
















cents a kilogram, of tin. For the servants, 
articles of lesser value were worth about 
one-fourth as much. Gradually the pewter 
vessels were supplanted by majolica. his 
change was effected slowly, for majolica, at 
first was more expensive than pewter; its 
cost was also enhanced by the frequent 
breakage of articles. 

At the time of Henry IV. a majolica plate 
cost 50 cents (2.50 frs.) and a dish $1.80 
(9 frs.) ; under Louis XV. a decorated plate 
still cost a dollar (5 frs). When toward 
the end of the reign of Louis XIV. porce- 
lain was introduced it was regarded as a 
very great luxury, for it was more costly 
than silver. 

A tea service, for instance, cost $280. 
With its manufacture on a large scale it be- 
came, of course, much cheaper, and how 
cheap it is to-day everybody knows. 

lhe part played by glass in the history of 
table equipage is remarkable. Although 
glass was quite an ancient discovery, it was 
very late before it came into use for table 
vessels. Even under Louis XIV. there were 
very few glass drinking cups and no bottles. 
Drinking glasses in the 17th century cost 
60 cents each. At the period of Louis XVI. 
glasses cost only half as much. They were 
very rough, however, and almost opaque. 

The first glass bottles came out toward 
the end of the 14th century, and slowly dis- 
placed the silver and ivory bottles of the 
rich, while those less well-to-do remained 
content with their leather vessels. About 
1400 a glass bottle cost $2. At the begin- 
ning of the 17th century the price had gone 
down to 12 cents, and to-day a glass wine 
or beer bottle is amost valueless.

The Value of Simple Decoration. 
By Sopure Irene Loes, in the Pottery, Glass and 
Brass Salesman. 
HE most beautiful, restful, soothing 
and satisfactory effects in “dishes” 
are the simplest in point of coloring and 
detail. Anything, even at first glance, that 
gives one a sense of having to “study it 
out,” as it were, before giving an opinion, 
at once arouses a question of its beauty in 
the mind, and therefore cannot be restful; 
but the single plate or complete service 
which meets the approval of the eye im- 
mediately and remains so, that is what 
counts. If American women, of that 
“strenuous” faculty, when every moment is 
regulated by a pendulum of monetary 
value, and always reaching forward for 
something more than their neighbors pos- 
sess, would in their hurried attempt to fill 
their tables and cupboards with promiscu- 
ously selected china, but stop a moment 
and consider how satisfactory to the eye 
are the dainty, delicate, simple designs, 
graceful and natural, that “fall in,” as ‘it 
were, with every mood, then they would 
tolerate nothing but what keeps their 
thoughts unworried and peaceful. 

This does not mean that one must have 
a wide technical knowledge of the subject 
to be able to discern beautiful things, but 
rather of a knowledge of a closeness to 
nature that makes one select the desirable 
things in art. Nature in its decorative 
sense is always beautiful. It is a gross 
mistake to imagine that one must be a cul- 
tivated critic to be able to appreciate a nice 
piece of china. That which jars on one and 
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gives a sense of uneasiness there is some- 
thing wrong with; but that which is best, 
the simple, the natural thing. And by get- 
ung only the good things one will never 
tire of them, but go on loving and accept- 
ing nothing else. The simple things that 
one meets with in everyday existence are 
what appeals to one in art. 

A branch of cherries adapts itself de- 
lightfully to most any style of piece. By 
this | do not mean that any piece is suited 
for a branch of cherries. 
take often made and we must come back 
to the “eternal fitness of things.” <A safe 
rule is not to put fruit on anything except 
what may actually be used for the fruit 
itself or some form of it. 

It is then a matter quite “up to” the 
producer to give what is really fit and thus 
establish precedents for acceptable things. 
Deccrators must be continually confronted 
with the mistakes of placing the wrong de- 
sign on the right piece and vice versa. It 
used to be that decoration was just a matter 
cf decoration. Now the keynote of it all 
is harmony. ‘That is, the design must con- 
form and be quite appropriate to the thing 
designed. No longer will the buyer choose 
a platter with a large bouquet of assorted 
flowers, or a claret pitcher with passion 
flowers thereon. No, they have learned to 
discriminate, also that bizarre effects are 
not as acceptable as the simple things. 

Simplicity of color and design for nearly 
all degrees of price is more marked than 
ever, and things that “jump out” at one 
do not now find their way even in the 
lower stratas of trade. The manufacturer 
has come to realize this and gives more 
attention to nature and the simple natural 
things in the process of decoration, thus 
meeting the demands of the trend of the 
times. In this he not only advances his 
own interests but educates the buyer to ac- 
cept only the best things, establishing thus 
standards of taste and excellence. 

30th foreign and domestic manufactur- 
ers, I am pleased to note, have gone in 
largely this season for simple border deco- 
rations in floral and conventional designs 
for dinnerware ornamentation.

Old English Jugs. 


Be. in old England, was a term derived 
from the French and then corrupted 
either in its meaning or its use until it 
came to stand for a crock, a cup or a 
mug. Flagon and tankard meant much 
the same thing, and basin, as well as 
bowl, was used interchangeably with jug. 
The chalice, the pitcher and the pipkin— 
all old terms—were vessels, too, and they 
seem to have generously and freely shared 
with the jug its shape. Those of Celtic 
origin, made in primitive Britain, were 
surprisingly like the vessels of the Ameri- 
can Indian squaw, but they soon took on 
an interesting form and decoration which 
easily defined their use as drinking cups. 

Green earthen pots were used as mugs 
by Elizabethan gentlemen, and drinking 
cups bore the Tudor rose or the mono- 
gram of a queen. Jugs designed to enter- 
tain the drinker were not rare; some took 
on the shapes of bears and other animals; 
one was a far-famed “owl jug,” which 
was, in reality, a pitcher.—Philadelphia 
North American.

Question No, 2667—Etching Steel 
Plates.—/n making etched steel plates to 
be used for engraving or as dies for jew- 
elry ornaments, I have trouble in getting 
grainy and flat etchings. The sides are at- 
tacked by the acid. Please publish a for- 
mula for doing this kind of etching. E. S. 


ANSWER :—An even etching liquid, the ac- 
tion of which can be well observed, was 
tried by C. Fleck, in Pforzheim, according 
to Die Deutsche Goldschmiede Zeitung, and 
here is the formula: Water, distilled, 1,000 
c. cm.; gum arabic, pulverized, 300g. ; nitric 
acid, 52°, 30 c. cm. white vinegar, 10 c. cm. ; 
alcohol, 200 c. cm. The foll6wing describes 
its application accurately: White pulverized 
gum arabic is finely powdered in a mortar. 
There should be no lumps after dissolving 
in water. When dissolved pour in the nitric 
acid. Then add the white vinegar in small 
portions. The whole is allowed to ripen 
for one day; then filter through cotton wad- 
ding. After one minute’s penciling the plate 
should be rinsed in water, wiped off with a 
pressed-out sponge and the etching exam- 
ined with magnifying glass. Usuaily an- 
other application of one minute’s duration 
completes the first application. Through the 
magnifying glass it will be observed that the 
acid acted on the steel in capillary form, 
leaving spaces between channels, and that 
the acid has worked deeper into the narrow 
drawings than in the wider portions. To 
preserve the ground and obtain an even 
etching the spaces between the hair lines 
must be etched out and the other parts pro- 
tected with an acid resistance so as to pro- 
tect it from the second application. This 
may be done in a mechanical way by the 
application of a pasty color with a polished 
leather roll. For this purpose mix while 
warming three parts printer's ink with two 
parts linseed oil; roll a little of this mix- 
ture on a lithograph stone or a glass plate 
and roll the steel plate with this on the four 
sides. Through this rolling in the color 
will be distributed evenly over the walls of 
the drawing, and only the middle of the 
drawing canals remain free. The color 
alone does not protect the plate from the 
acid. It would dissolve the color and there- 
fore must be protected by asphaltum. Pur- 
chase Wach’s asphaltum and apply with a 
cotton daub to the plate; dust off the sur- 
pius. The asphaltum has combined with 
the ink over the surface of the steel, but 
is not yet acid proof. To do this warm 
the plate so the asphaltum will bind with 
the ink, but do not warm too much or the 
asphaltum will run and cover the drawing. 
Heat just enough to obtain a pale coloring; 
a glossy color would indicate that the plate 





is over-heated. The plate can now be etched 
in the liquid for three minutes, which will 
make it deep enough for impression pur- 
poses. The plate is warmed and with the 
aid of petroleum is washed clean; dry in 
sawdust and remove all grease in boiling 
soda; rinse off and dry again. If one ex- 
amines the plate closely one will observe 
that the etching is deeper; a wall remains 
around the edges of the drawing, which 
would be a hindrance in pressing. There 
must, therefore, be a third etching, the so- 
called clean etching, in order to remove 
this wall. This is accomplished by rolling 
on printer’s ink without the addition of 
linseed oil in such a manner that the tiny 
wall remains free from the ink; then cover 
again with the powdered asphaltum and 
warm as before. The etching acid is ap- 
plied by penciling until the wall disappears, 
which usually requires from one to one and 
a half minutes. The plate is now cleaned 
again, freed from the resist, tempered and 
is ready for use. 


Question No. 2668—Tempering Bri- 
tannia Metal.—How can J temper sheet 
Britannia metal so it will ring? T. B. 


ANSWER:—The most economical way to 
temper Britannia metal is in a sheet-iron 
oven with gas burners under it. The ad- 
vantage consists in the saving of heat. The 
sheet-iron oven holds the heat, which must 
escape if an open plate is used. The ovens 
are so arranged that the sheet metal is 
stacked on iron shelves provided with 
wheels to allow their being drawn out and 
rolled into the oven. The metal should 
remain until a straw color is reached, when 
it is taken out and allowed to cool. A 
simple method is to have an iron plate under 
which a number of gas jets are burning. 
The sheet metal is stacked on this from 
one to two inches high and allowed to heat 
until the bottom sheets begin to show a 
straw color; then turn over the stack so 
the bottom will be on top. When the 
whole has assumed a straw color remove 
and let cool. A little wax rubbed on the 
heated iron plate will give the tempered 
metal a better color. 

Question No. 2669.—Mold+ for Casting 
Alloys.—] want to make a mo'd so I can 
cast an alloy of metal, for making parts 
for silver repair work. What kind of ma- 
terial is good for the mold. mm. .S. 





ANSWER :+-Dental plaster of paris is best 
for molds for casting metals. When the 
mold is made it should be left to dry at 
a warm place for several days to remove 
all dampness. Smoke over the inside be- 
fore attempting to cast. 
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QuEsTION No. 2670.—To Blacken Light 
Wood Clock Frame.—/ want to blacken 
a light wood clock frame. How can I do 
this? i... 

ANSWER:—To darken this light wood it 
will be necessary to remove the works and 
dial. Prepare the following for blacking 
the wood: One ounce of borax dissolved 
in 1 quart of water, with 2 ozs. of shellac. 
lhe liquid should then be boiled until a 
perfect solution is obtained; then stir in 
2 teaspoonfuls of glycerine and add enough 
soluble aniline black to completely darken 
the liquid, which will now be ready for use. 
Paint on a coat, let dry and rub over with 
finest sandpaper to remove all roughness 
Then give another coat. 


Question No. 2671.—Antidote for Sul- 
phuric Acid.—What is best to prevent 
sulphuric acid stains? A. D. 

ANSWER:—Plenty of cold water is the 
best antidote for sulphuric acid stains or 
burns. Use water freely, or enough to 
weaken the acid. 





Question No. 2672.—Oxidized Silver. 
Can you tell me how to prepare a solution 
for oxidizing silver? DT. Ww. 

ANSWER:—A solution of penta sulphide 
of potassium (liver-of-sulphur of the 
shops) is generally used for oxidizing sil- 
ver. Liver-of-sulphur is prepared by in- 
timately mixing and heating together two 
parts of thoroughly dried potash and one 
part of sulphur powder. Dissolve two to 
three drachms of the compound in 1% 
pints of water, and bring the liquid to a 
temperature of from 155° to 175° F., when 
it is ready for use. Silver objects, previ- 
ously freed from dust and grease with soda 
lye and thoroughly rinsed in water, plunged 
into this bath are instantly covered with 
an iridescent film of sulphide which, in a 
few seconds more, becomes blue-black. The 
objects are then removed, rinsed in plenty 
ot fresh water, scratch-brushed, and, if 
necessary, polished. It is advisable to use 
oxidizing liquid as soon as prepared. After 
it has been used for some time the deposit 
becomes dull and gray in adherence. There 
is danger in using the alkaline liquid too 
strong; the coating will form more quickly 
but does not adhere as well. The process 
is readily executed upon pure silver, but 
with articles of cupriferous silver the re- 
sult is not quite so beautiful, and it is 
therefore advisable to subject them to 
blanching before oxidizing, A_ velvety- 
black color is obtained by dipping the arti- 
cle, previous to oxidizing, in a solution of 
mercurious nitrate, by which it becomes 
coated with a thin film of mercury, which 
forms a silver amalgam with the silver. 
When brought into the liver-of-sulphur so- 
lution a mixture of mercury sulphide and 
silver sulphide is formed, which is much 
darker than silver sulphide itself. By dip- 
ping the oxidized article in a liquid com 
posed of 10 parts of blue vitriol, 5 parts 
of sal-ammoniac and 100 parts of vinegar, 
the pieces of silver left bright acquire a 
warm, brown shade.
